Keyes was raised in an "Amish 11 type upbringing and is the second 
oldest of nine children. Three of his brothers currently reside in 
Maine. At this time, there is no reason to believe that his brothers 
were aware of any of Keyes 1 criminal activities, nor were they 
involved. However, if in the future Anchorage Division needs to conduct 
interviews with the brothers, Anchorage Division would like to obtain 
further local background information on the brothers, to include, but 
not limited to, criminal history, any law enforcement contact including 
reports or calls for service, vehicles driven, DMV photos, their 
business license, current addresses, and current phone numbers.

I, Jolene Goeden, declare as follows: 

1. I am a Special Agent with the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and 
was assigned to apply for the above-captioned warrant. 

2. On October 19, 2012,1 met with Magistrate Judge Roberts to present 
search warrant 3:12-MJ-00328. I provided Judge Roberts with an affidavit to 



review which contained 56 numbered paragraphs. Included in the affidavit were 
paragraphs 3 and 4 which described the federal statutes that SA Goeden believed 
the target violated and were the basis for the probable cause evidence described in 
the remainder of the affidavit. I attach pages 1 and 2 to the affidavit provided to 
Judge Roberts, which contain paragraphs 3 and 4, as Exhibit A to this declaration. 

3. Judge Roberts reviewed this affidavit and raised issues that required 
me to make minor revisions to the affidavit. I returned to my office and made the 
necessary revisions. It was during this process that I inadvertently deleted 
paragraphs 3 and 4 from the affidavit. I returned with the revised affidavit and 
search warrant application, and presented them to Judge Roberts a short time later. 
Judge Roberts signed the warrant. 

4. During the execution of the warrant on October 23, 2012, it became 
necessary to apply for an additional warrant (Case No. 3:12-mj-00337-JDR) for 
the Spurr Lane residence. During preparation of this warrant, I noticed that 
paragraphs 3 and 4 were omitted from the earlier affidavit. During presentation of 
the subsequent warrant that same day (and while the execution of the initial 
warrant was still continuing), I notified Judge Roberts of the omission in the 
affidavit of 3:12-mj-00328-JDR.

AFFIDAVIT IN SUPPORT OF

I, Jolene Goeden , being first duly sworn, hereby depose and state as follows: 


INTRODUCTION AND AGENT BACKGROUND 

1. I am an agent with the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). I have been an 
agent since April 2004. I am charged with the duty of investigating violations of the laws of the 
United States, collecting evidence in cases in which the United States is or may be a party in 
interest, and performing other duties imposed by law. I have been assigned to investigate many 
criminal matters within the jurisdiction of the FBI, including human trafficking, child 
exploitation matters, kidnapping, carjacking, homicide, and other violent crimes. 

2. I make this affidavit in support of an application under Rule 41 of the Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procedure for a warrant to search the residence located at the 2456 Spurr 
Lane, Anchorage, Alaska, as described in Attachment A. The items to be seized are described 
in Attachment B and axe related to other crimes committed by KEYES unrelated to the murder of 
Samantha Koenig. 

3. I believe that there is probable cause that evidence of the following federal crimes 



will result from the seizure and search of this residence: Title IS, United States Code, Section 
1201 (Kidnapping); Title 18 , United States Code, Section 2119 (Carjacking); and United States 
Code, Section ' 7 J13 (Bank Robbery); and Title 18 United States Code, Section 844 (Arson). The 
evidence to he ca'k'tdd from these seizures is described in Attachment B. 


RELEVANT STATUTES 

4. There is probable cause to believe that in the residence located at 2456 Spurr 

Lane, Anchorage, Alaska, there is evidence of and instrumentality used for violations of Title 18,

Drive received was a Western Digital 500GB (disk) 3.5 inch drive configured with a SATA interface* The disk was 
connected to a diagnostic workstation via a write blocker (ITS Image master Drive Lock solo)*

The disk was then attached to a PC-3000. The PC3000 is a specialized Hardware and Software device that allows 
examiners the ability to access vendor specific areas outside the user data area. The vendor specific area 
contains a series of files that configure and define the disk parameters and operations* Upon evaluation of the 
disk it was determined that one of the read/write heads inside the sealed disk assembly (HDA) was marginal and 
was "disqualified" by the self diagnostics upon power on sequence* Any head disqualification sets the disk to

"27320 Capture.txt"* It is not uncommon for a disk to have thousands of defective sectors resulting from a 
failing head* The defective sectors are recorded in the file 27320 and are identified on the disk with a unique 
signature* Located at the beginning of each defective sector at an offset of 00 Hex, each defective sector is 
identified with a "DMXMD" signature.

Lane, for evidence of other crimes committed by Israel KEYES unrelated to the kidnapping and 
murder of Samantha Koenig. Agents began execution of this search warrant on October 23, 



2012. During the execution, agents noticed items in plain view that related to the kidnapping and 
murder of Samantha Koenig. Accordingly, I set forth probable cause to seize these items and the 
court’s authorization to seize these items. I have set forth new facts justifying these seizures in 
boldface type. The items to be seized are described in Attachment B. 

3. I believe that there is probable cause that evidence of the following federal crimes 
will result from the seizure and search of this residence: Title 18, United States Code, Section 
1201 (Kidnapping). The evidence to be collected from these seizures is described in Attachment 
B. 


RELEVANT STATUTES 

4. There is probable cause to believe that in the residence located at 2456 Spurr 

Lane, Anchorage, Alaska, there is evidence of and instrumentality used for violations of Title 18, 

United States Code, Section 1201 (Kidnapping), which provides that: 

Whoever unlawfully seizes, confines, inveigles, decoys, kidnaps, abducts, or carries away 
and holds for ransom or reward or otherwise any person, except in the case of a minor by 
the parent thereof, when the person is willfully transported in interstate or foreign 
commerce, regardless of whether the person was alive when transported in interstate or 
foreign commerce or uses the mail or any means, facility, or instrumentality of interstate 
or foreign commerce in committing or in furtherance of the commission of the offense. 


IDENTIFICATION OF THE ITEMS SEIZED 

5. The items to be seized are identified in Attachment B. 

6. The applied for warrant would authorize the additional seizure of evidence from 
2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage, Alaska that would be evidence of crime set forth above and 
corroborate information provided to law enforcement by ISRAEL KEYES to the crime set forth 
above. 
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7. The information contained below is from my personal knowledge and experience, 
information provided to me by other law enforcement personnel, or from those specific sources 
as set forth. I have not included each and every fact known to me regarding this investigation. I 
have set forth only the facts that I believe are necessary to establish a foundation to support the 
aforementioned request for a search warrant. 

PROBABLE CAUSE 
Abduction of Samantha Koenig (“S.K.”) 

8. On 2/2/2012 at about 12:39 Alaska Standard Time (AST), Duncan, the owner of 
the Common Ground Coffee stand at 630 E. Tudor, Anchorage, Alaska, contacted APD 
dispatch. Duncan was calling from Oregon, where he was vacationing. He reported that while 
viewing his internet-based security system he saw one of his employees, 18-year-old S.K., 
appear to be abducted. Duncan said he was contacted by S.K.’s father (J.K.) and boyfriend 
(D.T.), who had been unable to locate her. This contact prompted Duncan to review his security 
video which showed an unknown man climb through the window of the coffee stand at about 
20:00 AST on 2/1/2012 while S.K. was working. The video appears to show S.K. retreat a short 
distance and raising her hands in an apparent sign of submission to the man who subsequently 
climbed into the coffee stand, robbed S.K. and escorted her away from the scene. The abductor 
climbed through the window into the coffee stand without any significant difficulty. He 
appeared to be significantly taller than S.K., who is 5'4” tall, but due to the limited lighting and 
quality of the video, a more accurate estimate of his height has not been made. The 
robber/abductor appeared to have a medium to large build and athletic movements. 
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Ransom Note and Transfer of Funds to “Ransom Account” 


9. On 2/24/2012, at 19:56 AST, D.T. received the following text on his cell phone 
from S.K.’s cell phone 907-884-8370 - “Conner park sign under pic of albert aint 

she purty”. J.K. (S.K.’s father) contacted law enforcement officers and relayed the information. 
At the request of APD Detectives, at approximately 20:18 AST, APD Patrol Officers arrived at 
Conner Park located on the southeast comer of Jewel Lake Road and International Airport Road 
in Anchorage, Alaska. J.K.and D.T. were already present. Attached to the park sign, below a 
flyer for a lost dog named “Albert,” was a ziploc bag which contained a folded piece of paper. 

10. On one side of the piece of paper. 


In the upper 

part of the photo was an Anchorage Daily Newspaper determined to be the issue released on 
Monday, February 13, 2012. 

11. On the reverse side of the piece of paper was a ransom note which demanded 
$30,000. The note included the 16-digit card number of the debit card belonging to D.T., which 
he had reported stolen on the night of the kidnapping, as summarized above. This debit card 
number is correlated to a bank account number held by D.T. and S.K. The note demanded that 
$30,000.00 be deposited into that account and indicated that the writer of the note intended to 
withdraw money at regular intervals over the coming days, and in locations other than Alaska. 
Specifically, it said, “I may not use the card much in ak due to small pop but as I will be leaving 
soon I will be using it all over,” The note further gave an indication that S.K. had been moved 
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from Alaska, stating that “she did almost get away twice, once on tudor and once in the desert, 
must be losing my touch.” I know from research, training, and experience, and discussions with 
law enforcement officers familiar with Alaska that there are no areas in Alaska commonly 
referred to and known to be “deserts.” Many such areas do exist in Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas. Subsequent analysis of the demand note by the FBI Laboratory revealed that it was typed 
with a typewriter that used a carbon ribbon, and that the aforementioned picture on the back of 
the demand note was printed with an inkjet printer. 

12. On 2/29/2012, at approximately 16:55 AST, J.K. contacted APD Detectives and 
told them he was withdrawing $5,000.00 from the reward account set up for S.K. at Denali 
Alaskan Federal Credit Union, and he intended to deposit it in the ransom fund, which was an 
account held by Credit Union 1. Pursuant to a State search warrant obtained by APD Detective 
Joseph Barth on 02-25-2012, investigators were informed that $5,000.00 was deposited in the 
Credit Union 1 account indicated on the ransom note, (the account attached to the Credit Union 

1 VISA debit card [VISA debit card] bearing XXXXXXXXXXXX2851, expiration 01/15 issued 
to D.T).at 17:45 AST on 2/29/2012). 

Unauthorized use of Credit Union 1 VISA debit card 

13. On two occasions between 2/29/2012 and 3/1/2012, an individual attempted to 
withdraw Hinds from ATMs in Anchorage. The individual was successful in withdrawing funds 
two of the three times. On three occasions between 3/1/2012 and 3/11/2012, funds were 
withdrawn from ATMs in New Mexico, Arizona, and Texas using the Credit Union 1 VISA 
debit card. Surveillance footage from the ATMs in the southern states showed an individual 
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disguised and in at least one withdrawal the video captured a vehicle which appeared to be a 
white Ford Focus sedan. The individual disguised his face and body during all of these ATM 
withdrawals. During interviews with law enforcement in March of 2012, KEYES admitted to 
being responsible for the above ATM withdrawals. 

Stop of the White Ford Focus 

14, On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:00 Central Time (CT), Texas Ranger Steven 
Rayburn, while in the company of FBI Agent Deborah Gannoway, was notified by Texas 
Department of Public Safety (DPS) Highway Patrol Corporal Bryan Henry (Corporal Henry) that 
a white Ford Focus sedan bearing Texas license plate DH4N930 was observed parked at the 
Quality Inn & Suites (QIS), 4306 South First Street, Lufkin, Texas, which is a short drive from 
Shepherd, Texas. 

15. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:15 CT, Ranger Rayburn and FBI Agent 
Deborah Gannoway responded to the QIS, at which time Agent Gannoway conducted a walk-by 
and visual inspection of the white Ford Focus. Agent Gannoway noted a bar-code sticker on the 
driver's side back passenger window consistent with stickers applied to rental vehicles. Agent 
Gannoway also noted numerous items of clothing, trash and other debris in plain sight within the 
vehicle, including what appeared to be a girl's or woman's pink item of clothing. Ranger 
Rayburn caused a Texas license plate database search to be conducted which revealed the white 
2012 Ford Focus was registered to PV Holding Corporation, 9603 John Saunders Road, San 
Antonio, Texas. DPS Criminal Investigative Division (CID) Lieutenant Mickey Hadnot 
(Lieutenant Hadnot) maintained surveillance on the Ford Focus. 
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16. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:30 CT, Lieutenant Hadnot reported to 
Ranger Rayburn, who was in the company of FBI Agent Deborah Gannoway, that a white male 
adult exited room 215 of the QIS, placed some items into the trunk of the aforementioned white 
Ford Focus, and departed the scene alone, driving the white Ford Focus. FBI Agent Gannoway 
had previously obtained from the QIS front desk manager an "in house list" of all occupants of 
the QIS on the night of 03/12/2012, which reflected room 215 was rented by 

for the time period 03/09/2012 through 03/13/2012. 

17. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:45 CT, Corporal Henry conducted a traffic 
stop on the white Ford Focus sedan based in part on FBI Agent Garmoway’s suspicion that the 
vehicle was the same vehicle used in the Arizona, New Mexico, and Texas ATM withdrawals, 
as well as Corporal Henry's assessment that the driver of the vehicle was traveling in excess of 
the posted speed limit. Upon FBI Agent Garmoway’s arrival at the car stop location. Corporal 
Henry provided to FBI Agent Gannoway an Alaska Driver’s License bearing number 7268639, 
in the name of ISRAEL KEYES, which KEYES had provided to Corporal Henry prior to Agent 
Gannoway’s arrival at the scene. Corporal Henry told Agent Gannoway that KEYES informed 
him he flew from Anchorage, Alaska, to Las Vegas, Nevada, on 03/07/2012, and that he rented 
the white Ford Focus at the Las Vegas airport, driving to his present location over the course of 
the ensuing week. KEYES provided to Agent Gannoway a copy of his car rental agreement, 
which corroborated his statement that he had rented the car at the Las Vegas, Nevada, airport on 
03/07/2012. KEYES was unable to describe to Agent Gannoway the route he drove from 
Nevada to Texas, but stated he was in Lufkin, Texas, to attend his sister's wedding in Wells, 
Texas. KEYES told Agent Gannoway he "probably" paid for fuel throughout his travels from 
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Nevada to Texas with cash. Ranger Rayburn reported to Agent Gannoway that there was a pair 
of large white tennis shoes partially pushed under the driver's seat of the Ford Focus, which 
Ranger Rayburn could plainly see through the window. During questioning by Agent Gannoway 
and Ranger Rayburn, KEYES became increasingly agitated and uncooperative, and he refused to 
allow Agent Gannoway and/or Ranger Rayburn to inspect his wallet (which was in his pocket) 
or his vehicle. KEYES became unusually nervous and began to sweat profusely, in spite of the 
slightly cool weather and the tank top which he was wearing at the time. KEYES expressed to 
Agent Gannoway that if he was going to be kept in the area for a longer period of time, he 
desired to call his brother (who has KEYES’ daughter in a separate car) and notify him of same. 
Agent Gannoway suggested KEYES make that call. A short time later, the 2012 Ford Focus was 
transported to and secured at the Lufkin, Texas, Police Department. 

Discovery of KEYES’ White Chevrolet Truck 

18. APD Detectives discovered that ISRAEL KEYES listed a mailing address of 
3705 Arctic Blvd. #2891 in Anchorage, Alaska, on 07-18-2011, which is the Mail Cache. APD 
Detectives also discovered that KEYES listed a residential address of 2456 Spurr Lane in 
Anchorage, Alaska, as of 07-18-2011. 

19. On March 13, 2012 at approximately 10:30 AST, members of the APD Special 
Assignment Unit went to KEYES’ home address at 2456 Spurr Lane in Anchorage, Alaska. 
There was a white Chevrolet pickup truck parked in the driveway of the address. The truck had 
a large toolbox in the bed and a ladder rack on top. The bolts securing those items were 
removable and appeared to have been recently added. The license plate on the truck was Alaska 
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license plate FTC990, relating to a white 2004 Chevrolet Silverado, registered to ISRAEL 
KEYES at 2456 Spurr Lane in Anchorage, Alaska. The white Chevrolet truck appeared to 
match the vehicle appearing in the Home Depot surveillance video, as summarized above. 
Further, Detectives eventually contacted KEYES’ girlfriend and discovered that she drives a 
2007 Nissan Xterra, which matched the general description of the vehicle used by an individual 
who appeared to attempt to use the stolen debit card on February 29, 2012, as summarized 
above. 


First Execution of Search Warrant at 2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage, Alaska 

20. On March 13, 2012, the Anchorage Police Department obtained a State of Alaska 
Search Warrant (No. 3AN-12-00390) for the residence located at 2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage. 
Evidence was seized from the residence to include but not limited to: trace evidence, DNA 
swabs of door handles, cameras, duct tape, computers, various media cards, cellphones, linens, 
knives, and miscellaneous paperwork. APD searched the residence at this time for evidence 
related to the kidnapping and murder of S.K. 

Execution of Search Warrant on Ford Focus 

21. On March 16, 2012, law enforcement agents in Beaumont, Texas obtained a 
search warrant, which authorized the search of the white Ford Focus driven by KEYES. 
Execution of that search warrant on March 17,2012 revealed numerous items, including a 
cellular phone believed to belong to S.K. 
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Initial Interviews with Israel Keyes 


22. KEYES was transported to Anchorage, Alaska and arraigned on March 27, 2012 on 
one count of Access Device Fraud. He was provided defense counsel at government expense. 
Subsequently, KEYES agreed through counsel to be interviewed by law enforcement. On March 
30,2012, two interviews with KEYES took place. In the first interview, investigators presented 
KEYES with a selection of the evidence and investigative actions summarized above. KEYES 
then requested some time to speak alone with his attorney. Several hours later, KEYES agreed 
through counsel to be interviewed by law enforcement. In this second interview, KEYES stated 
that he had abducted S.K. on February 1, 2012, and that she had been dead before he left for a 
vacation approximately ten hours after the abduction. KEYES indicated that S.K.’s body could 
be found in Matanuska Lake in Alaska, and identified the precise location at which he had 
dropped her remains through the ice. 

and that he believed that law enforcement would find his DNA when they found 

her body. 

23. On April 1, 2012, KEYES agreed through counsel to a third interview with law 
enforcement. In this third interview, KEYES explicitly stated that he murdered S .K, and gave 
substantial details about the murder. KEYES took S.K. from the coffee stand after placing zip 
ties on her wrists and brandishing a gun. She attempted to run from him on Tudor Road but he 
tackled her and held the gun to her side. 

24. KEYES stated he put S.K. in his truck parked near the IHOP Restaurant and Home 
Depot on Tudor Road. He drove to a park in Anchorage and used cable ties to secure S.K. to the 
bench seat in his truck. Keyes continued to drive around Anchorage for a couple of hours before 
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returning to his residence at 2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage. After he felt it was late enough so as 
not be detected by neighbors or his girlfriend, KEYES moved S.K. from the truck to the white 
and green shed located in the driveway in front of his garage. Approximately two days prior to 
S.K.'s abduction, KEYES indicated he prepared the shed because he intended to bring a victim 
back there. Among other things, KEYES set up heaters and a radio. 

25. Once in the shed, Keyes said he bound S.K. with zip ties and rope. Keyes stated 
over the next few hours he sexually assaulted S.K. 

and that he 

gagged S.K. using a purple scarf that he retrieved from the bedroom of 2456 Spurr Lane, 

After the sexual assault, KEYES stated he murdered S.K 


KEYES then went into the house and showered, called a cab, and went to 
the airport. KEYES flew to New Orleans with his daughter and went on a cruise. 

26. KEYES returned to Anchorage on February 18, 2012. He stated he removed the 
cabinets from the shed and disposed of the cabinets and the items he had wrapped S.K. in by 
burning them in the fireplace inside his residence. He also burned S.K.'s purse and clothes. 
KEYES kept her makeup, cellphone, and credit card. 

27. Keyes further explained how he posed S.K.’s body so she appeared alive in order to 
take the ransom photograph noted above. KEYES braided S.K.'s hair and placed makeup on 
her. In addition, KEYES noted that S.K.’s face had slackened. To remedy this, KEYES 
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28. KEYES prepared the shed by placing visqueen on portions of the floor and walls 
and proceeded to dismember S.K. Over the course of several days, KEYES stated he disposed 



Seizure and Search of the Green and White Shed 


29. On March 30, 2012, after KEYES provided the above information, KEYES gave 
the FBI consent to seize and search the white and green shed. He provided agents with 
information about the location of tools he used to dismember S.K. and items used to move her 
body to Matanuska Lake. KEYES also advised there was likely some blood evidence on the 
walls and floor of the shed and on the tools. 

30. Agents from the Anchorage FBI seized the shed on March 30, 2012 and searched 
the contents of the shed on March 31,2012. Numerous items were seized from the shed. 
Presumptive blood tests were done on stains on the wall of the shed and stains found on some of 
the items removed from the shed. Presumptive blood tests were positive for stains on the rear 
wail of the shed, green rope, and a garden sprayer that was in the shed. Many of these items 
have been sent to the FBI Laboratory for examination. 
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31. A follow up search warrant (3:12-MJ-00226-JDR) was executed by the FBI July 19, 


2012. Additional hair and blood evidence was seized from the shed. 


Discovery of S.K.’s Body 

32. On April 2, 2012, the FBI Underwater Search Response Team discovered S.K.’s 
remains in Lake Matanuska, at the precise location identified by KEYES. SK’s remains were 
transported to the State of Alaska Medical Examiner’s office for a forensic exam and autopsy. 
Prior to her death and as noted in the ransom note photos,_ 


Search Warrant on 2456 Spurr Lane on 10/23/12 
33. On October 19, 2012, the Court granted a search warrant for 2456 Spurr Lane 
in Case No. 3:12-mj-00328-JDR, for other crimes unrelated to the murder and kidnaping of 
Samantha Koenig. During the search of the residence, the following items were observed in 
plain view: 

a. Visqueen with several dark colored hairs attached. Observed in a 
cabinet in the garage. 

b. Curved suture needle. Observed in a box in the closet of the 
downstairs office area. 

c. Ten pound fishing line. Observed in a box in the closet of the 
downstairs office area. 
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d. Purple scarf. Observed hanging in the master bedroom closet. 

e. Fishing weights. Observed on the ground near the garage. 

f. Walmart receipt dated 2/27/2012. Observed in a box in the master 
bedroom. This receipt appears to document purchases of fishing line, hooks, lures, and 
other items that Keyes apparently used to ice fish while he was disposing of S.Kds body. 

CONCLUSION 

34. Based on the above facts and my training and experience, I submit there is probable 
cause to believe that KEYES kidnapped and murdered Samantha Koenig, as well as committed 
other crimes. I would like to seize the items listed in Attachment B. 
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REQUEST FOR SEALING 


35. The investigation of this case is ongoing and disclosure of the issuance of the 
search warrant could compromise the investigation. Moreover, there is a protective order in 
place for the discovery material related to KEYES case. Accordingly, pursuant to the case law 
outlined in the governments motion to seal, I respectfully request that the search warrant, search 
warrant affidavit, attachments, and returns be sealed, with the exception of one copy of this 
warrant, application, and affidavit, which will be turned over to KEYES’ defense counsel as 
discovery.

AFFIDAVIT IN SUPPORT OF 
AN APPLICATION FOR A SEARCH WARRANT 

I, Jolene Goeden , being first duly sworn, hereby depose and state as follows: 


INTRODUCTION AND AGENT BACKGROUND 

1. I am an agent with the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), I have been an 
agent since April 2004. I am charged with the duty of investigating violations of the laws of the 
United States, collecting evidence in cases in which the United States is or may be a party in 
interest, and performing other duties imposed by law. I have been assigned to investigate many 
criminal matters within the jurisdiction of the FBI, including human trafficking, child 
exploitation matters, kidnapping, carjacking, homicide, and other violent crimes. 

2. I make this affidavit in support of an application under Rule 41 of the Federal 

Rules of Criminal Procedure for a warrant to search the residence located at the 2456 Spurr 
Lane, Anchorage, Alaska, as described in Attachment A. The items to be seized are described 
in Attachment B and are related to other crimes committed by KEYES unrelated to the murder of 
Samantha Koenig. According to an online search of Municipality of Anchorage records, the 
residence located at 2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage, Alaska is owned by_

IDENTIFICATION OF THE ITEMS SEIZED 

5. The items to be seized are identified in Attachment B. 

6. The applied for warrant would authorize the seizure of evidence from 2456 Spurr 
Lane, Anchorage, Alaska that would be evidence of crimes set forth above and corroborate 
information provided to law enforcement by ISRAEL KEYES to the crimes set forth above. 

BACKGROUND LEADING TO INVESTIGATING OF OTHER CRIMES 

7. The information contained below is from my personal knowledge and experience, 
information provided to me by other law enforcement personnel, or from those specific sources 
as set forth. I have not included each and every fact known to me regarding this investigation. I 
have set forth only the facts that I believe are necessary to establish a foundation to support the 
aforementioned request for a search warrant. 

Abduction of Samantha Koenig ('"S.K.”) 

8. On 2/2/2012 at about 12:39 Alaska Standard Time (AST), Duncan, the owner of 
the Common Ground Coffee stand at 630 E. Tudor, Anchorage, Alaska, contacted APD 
dispatch. Duncan was calling from Oregon, where he was vacationing. He reported that while 
viewing his internet-based security system he saw one of his employees, 18-year-old S.K., 
appear to be abducted. Duncan said he was contacted byS.KLs father (J.K.) and boyfriend 
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(D.T.), who had been unable to locate her. This contact prompted Duncan to review his security 
video which showed an unknown man climb through the window of the coffee stand at about 
20:00 AST on 2/1/2012 while S.K. was working. The video appears to show S.K. retreat a short 
distance and raising her hands in an apparent sign of submission to the man who subsequently 
climbed into the coffee stand, robbed S.K. and escorted her away from the scene. The abductor 
climbed through the window into the coffee stand without any significant difficulty. He 
appeared to be significantly taller than S.K., who is 5'4" tall, but due to the limited lighting and 
quality of the video, a more accurate estimate of his height has not been made. The 
robber/abductor appeared to have a medium to large build and athletic movements. 

Ransom Note and Transfer of Funds to “Ransom Account” 

9. On 2/24/2012, at 19:56 AST, D.T. received the following text on his cell phone 

_from S.K.’s cell phone 907-884-8370 - “Conner park sign under pic of albert aint 

she purty”. J.K. (S.K.’s father) contacted law enforcement officers and relayed the information. 
At the request of APD Detectives, at approximately 20:18 AST, APD Patrol Officers arrived at 
Conner Park located on the southeast comer of Jewel Lake Road and International Airport Road 


in Anchorage, Alaska. J.K.and D.T. were already present. Attached to the park sign, below a 
flyer for a lost dog named “Albert,” was a zipioc bag which contained a folded piece of paper. 
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part of the photo was an Anchorage Daily Newspaper determined to be the issue released on 
Monday, February 13, 2012. 

11. On the reverse side of the piece of paper was a ransom note which demanded 
$30,000. The note included the 16-digit card number of the debit card belonging to D.T., which 
he had reported stolen on the night of the kidnapping, as summarized above. This debit card 
number is correlated to a bank account number held by D.T. and S.K. The note demanded that 
$30,000.00 be deposited into that account and indicated that the writer of the note intended to 
withdraw money at regular intervals over the coming days, and in locations other than Alaska. 
Specifically, it said, “I may not use the card much in ak due to small pop but as I will be leaving 
soon I will be using it all over.” The note further gave an indication that S.K. had been moved 
from Alaska, stating that “she did almost get away twice, once on tudor and once in the desert, 
must be losing my touch.” I know from research, training, and experience, and discussions 
with law enforcement officers familiar with Alaska that there are no areas in Alaska commonly 
referred to and known to be “deserts.” Many such areas do exist in Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas. Subsequent analysis of the demand note by the FBI Laboratory revealed that it was 
typed with a typewriter that used a carbon ribbon, and that the aforementioned picture on the 
back of the demand note was printed with an inkjet printer. 

12. On 2/29/2012, at approximately 16:55 AST, J.K. contacted APD Detectives and 
told them he was withdrawing $5,000.00 from the reward account set up for S.K. at Denali 
Alaskan Federal Credit Union, and he intended to deposit it in the ransom fund, which was an 
account held by Credit Union 1. Pursuant to a State search warrant obtained by APD Detective 
Joseph Barth on 02-25-2012, investigators were informed that $5,000.00 was deposited in the 
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Credit Union 1 account indicated on the ransom note, (the account attached to the Credit Union 
1 VISA debit card (VISA debit card] bearing XXXXXXXXXXXX2851, expiration 01/15 issued 
to D.T).at 17:45 AST on 2/29/2012). 

Unauthorized use of Credit Union 1 VISA debit card 

13. On two occasions;between 2/29/2012 and 3/1/2012, an individual attempted to 
withdraw funds from ATMs in Anchorage. The individual was successful in withdrawing funds 
two of the three times. On three occasions between 3/1/2012 and 3/11/2012, funds were 
withdrawn from ATMs in New Mexico, Arizona, and Texas using the Credit Union 1 VISA 
debit card. Surveillance footage from the ATMs in the southern states showed an individual 
disguised and in at least one withdrawal the video captured a vehicle which appeared to be a 
white Ford Focus sedan. The individual disguised his face and body during all of these ATM 
withdrawals. During interviews with law enforcement in March of 2012, KEYES admitted to 
being responsible for the above ATM withdrawals. 

Stop of the White Ford Focus 

14. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:00 Central Time (CT), Texas Ranger Steven 
Rayburn, while in the company of FBI Agent Deborah Gannoway, was notified by Texas 
Department of Public Safety (DPS) Highway Patrol Corporal Bryan Henry (Corporal Henry) 
that a white Ford Focus sedan bearing Texas license plate DH4N930 was observed parked at the 
Quality Inn & Suites (QIS), 4306 South First Street, Lufkin, Texas, which is a short drive from 
Shepherd, Texas. 
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15. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:15 CT, Ranger Rayburn and FBI Agent 
Deborah Gannoway responded to the QIS, at which time Agent Gannoway conducted a walk-by 
and visual inspection of the white Ford Focus. Agent Gannoway noted a bar-code sticker on the 
driver's side back passenger window consistent with stickers applied to rental vehicles. Agent 
Gannoway also noted numerous items of clothing, trash and other debris in plain sight within 
the vehicle, including what appeared to be a girl's or woman's pink item of clothing. Ranger 
Rayburn caused a Texas license plate database search to be conducted which revealed the white 
2012 Ford Focus was registered to PV Holding Corporation, 9603 John Saunders Road, San 
Antonio, Texas. DPS Criminal Investigative Division (CID) Lieutenant Mickey Hadnot 
(Lieutenant Hadnot) maintained surveillance on the Ford Focus. 

16. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:30 CT, Lieutenant Hadnot reported to 
Ranger Rayburn, who was in the company of FBI Agent Deborah Gannoway, that a white male 
adult exited room 215 of the QIS, placed some items into the trunk of the aforementioned white 
Ford Focus, and departed the scene alone, driving the white Ford Focus. FBI Agent Gannoway 
had previously obtained from the QIS front desk manager an "in house list" of all occupants of 
the QIS on the night of 03/12/2012, which reflected room 215 was rented by 

for the time period 03/09/2012 through 03/13/2012. 

17. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:45 CT, Corporal Henry conducted a traffic 
stop on the white Ford Focus sedan based in part on FBI Agent Gannoway’s suspicion that the 
vehicle was the same vehicle used in the Arizona, New Mexico, and Texas ATM withdrawals, 
as well as Corporal Henry's assessment that the driver of the vehicle was traveling in excess of 
the posted speed limit. Upon FBI Agent Gannoway’s arrival at the car stop location. Corporal 
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Henry provided to FBI Agent Gannoway an Alaska Driver's License bearing number 7268639, 
in the name of ISRAEL KEYES, which KEYES had provided to Corporal Henry prior to Agent 
Gannoway’s arrival at the scene. Coiporal Henry told Agent Gannoway that KEYES informed 
him he flew from Anchorage, Alaska, to Las Vegas, Nevada, on 03/07/2012, and that he rented 
the white Ford Focus at the Las Vegas airport, driving to his present location over the course of 
the ensuing week. KEYES provided to Agent Gannoway a copy of his car rental agreement, 
which corroborated his statement that he had rented the car at the Las Vegas, Nevada, airport on 
03/07/2012. KEYES was unable to describe to Agent Gannoway the route he drove from 
Nevada to Texas, but stated he was in Lufkin, Texas, to attend his sister's wedding in Wells, 
Texas. KEYES told Agent Gannoway he "probably" paid for fuel throughout his travels from 
Nevada to Texas with cash. Ranger Rayburn reported to Agent Gannoway that there was a pair 
of large white tennis shoes partially pushed under the driver’s seat of the Ford Focus, which 
Ranger Rayburn could plainly see through the window. During questioning by Agent 
Gannoway and Ranger Rayburn, KEYES became increasingly agitated and uncooperative, and 
he refused to allow Agent Gannoway and/or Ranger Rayburn to inspect his wallet (which was in 
his pocket) or his vehicle. KEYES became unusually nervous and began to sweat profusely, in 
spite of the slightly cool weather and the tank top which he was wearing at the time. KEYES 
expressed to Agent Gannoway that if he was going to be kept in the area for a longer period of 
time, he desired to call his brother (who has KEYES' daughter in a separate car) and notify him 
of same. Agent Gannoway suggested KEYES make that call. A short time later, the 2012 Ford 
Focus was transported to and secured at the Lufkin, Texas, Police Department. 
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Discovery of KEYES’ White Chevrolet Truck 


18. APD Detectives discovered that ISRAEL KEYES listed a mailing address of 
3705 Arctic Blvd. #2891 in Anchorage, Alaska, on 07-18-2011, which is the Mail Cache. APD 
Detectives also discovered that KEYES listed a residential address of 2456 Spurr Lane in 
Anchorage, Alaska, as of 07-18-2011. 

19. On March 13, 2012 at approximately 10:30 AST, members of the APD Special 
Assignment Unit went to KEYES’ home address at 2456 Spurr Lane in Anchorage, Alaska. 
There was a white Chevrolet pickup truck parked in the driveway of the address. The truck had 
a large toolbox in the bed and a ladder rack on top. The bolts securing those items were 
removable and appeared to have been recently added. The license plate on the truck was Alaska 
license plate FTC990, relating to a white 2004 Chevrolet Silverado, registered to ISRAEL 
KEYES at 2456 Spurr Lane in Anchorage, Alaska. The white Chevrolet truck appeared to 
match the vehicle appearing in the Home Depot surveillance video, as summarized above. 
Further, Detectives eventually contacted KEYES’ girlfriend and discovered that she drives a 
2007 Nissan Xterra, which matched the general description of the vehicle used by an individual 
who appeared to attempt to use the stolen debit card on February 29, 2012, as summarized 
above. 


Execution of Search Warrant at 2456 Spurr Lane. Anchorage, Alaska 

20. On March 13, 2012, the Anchorage Police Department obtained a State of Alaska 
Search Warrant (No. 3AN-12-00390) for the residence located at 2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage. 
Evidence was seized from the residence to include but not limited to: trace evidence, DNA 
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swabs of door handles, cameras, duct tape, computers, various media cards, cellphones, linens, 
knives, and miscellaneous paperwork. APD searched the residence at this time for evidence 
related to the kidnapping and murder of S.K. At the time of this search warrant, it was unknown 
to law enforcement that KEYES killed anyone other than S.K. 

Execution of Search Warrant on Ford Focus 

21. On March 16,2012, law enforcement agents in Beaumont, Texas obtained a 
search warrant, which authorized the search of the white Ford Focus driven by KEYES. 
Execution of that search warrant on March 17, 2012 revealed numerous items, including a 
cellular phone believed to belong to S.K. 

Initial Interviews with Israel Keyes 

22. KEYES was transported to Anchorage, Alaska and arraigned on March 27, 2012 on 
one count of Access Device Fraud. He was provided defense counsel at government expense. 
Subsequently, KEYES agreed through counsel to be interviewed by law enforcement. On 
March 30, 2012, two interviews with KEYES took place. In the first interview, investigators 
presented KEYES with a selection of the evidence and investigative actions summarized above. 
KEYES then requested some time to speak alone with his attorney. Several hours later, 

KEYES agreed through counsel to be interviewed by law enforcement. In this second 
interview, KEYES stated that he had abducted S.K. on February 1, 2012, and that she had been 
dead before he left for a vacation approximately ten hours after the abduction. KEYES 
indicated that S.K.’s body could be found in Matanuska Lake in Alaska, and identified the 
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precise location at which he had dropped her remains through the ice. 

and that he believed that law enforcement would find 
his DNA when they found her body. KEYES indicated that he had “lots more stories to tell,” 
and stated that his ex-girlfriend knew nothing of his criminal activities, as he was “two different 
people.” When asked how long he had been “two different people,” KEYES immediately and 
specifically responded, “fourteen years.” 

23. On April 1,2012, KEYES agreed through counsel to a third interview with law 
enforcement. In this third interview, KEYES explicitly stated that he murdered S.K., and gave 
substantial details about the murder. KEYES took S.K. from the coffee stand after placing zip 
ties on her wrists and brandishing a gun. She attempted to run from him on Tudor Road but he 
tackled her and held the gun to her side. 

24. KEYES stated he put S.K. in his truck parked near the IHOP Restaurant and Home 
Depot on Tudor Road. He drove to a park in Anchorage and used cable ties to secure S.K. to 
the bench seat in his truck. Keyes continued to drive around Anchorage for a couple of hours 
before returning to his residence at 2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage. After he felt it was late 
enough so as not be detected by neighbors or his girlfriend, KEYES moved S.K. from the truck 
to the white and green shed located in the driveway in front of his garage. Approximately two 
days prior to S.K.'s abduction, KEYES indicated he prepared the shed because he intended to 
bring a victim back there. Among other things, KEYES set up heaters and a radio. 

25. Once in the shed, Keyes said he bound S.K. with zip ties and rope. Keyes stated 
over the next few hours he sexually assaulted S.K. 

_After the 
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sexual assault, KEYES stated he murdered S.K, 

KEYES then wrapped S.K. in a tarp and put her inside a cabinet in the 
shed. KEYES then went into the house and showered, called a cab, and went to the airport. 
KEYES flew to New Orleans with his daughter and went on a cruise. 

26. KEYES returned to Anchorage on February 18, 2012. He stated he removed the 
cabinets from the shed and disposed of the cabinets and the items he had wrapped S.K. in by 
burning them in the fireplace inside his residence. He also burned S.K.'s purse and clothes. 
KEYES kept her makeup, cellphone, and credit card. 

27. Keyes further explained how he posed S.K.’s body so she appeared alive in order to 
take the ransom photograph noted above. 


28. KEYES prepared the shed by placing plastic on portions of the floor and walls and 
proceeded to dismember S.K. Over the course of several days, KEYES stated he disposed of 
S.K.’s body at Matanuska Lake. 

Seizure and Search of the Green and White Shed 

29. On March 30, 2012, after KEYES provided the above information, KEYES gave 
the FBI consent to seize and search the white and green shed. He provided agents with 
information about the location of tools he used to dismember S.K. and items used to move her 
body to Matanuska Lake. KEYES also advised there was likely some blood evidence on the 
walls and floor of the shed and on the tools.

30. Agents from the Anchorage FBI seized the shed on March 30, 2012 and searched 
the contents of the shed on March 31, 2012. Numerous items were seized from the shed. 
Presumptive blood tests were done on stains on the wall of the shed and stains found on some of 
the items removed from the shed. Presumptive blood tests were positive for stains on the rear 
wall of the shed, green rope, and a garden sprayer that was in the shed. Many of these items 
have been sent to the FBI Laboratory for examination. 

31. A follow up search warrant (3:12-MJ-Q0226-JDR) was executed by the FBI July 
19, 2012. Additional hair and blood evidence was seized from the shed. 

Discovery of S.KPs Body 


32. On April 2, 2012, the FBI Underwater Search Response Team discovered S.K.’s 
remains in Lake Matanuska, at the precise location identified by KEYES. SK’s remains were 
transported to the State of Alaska Medical Examiner’s office for a forensic exam and autopsy. 



PROBABLE CAUSE RELATED TO OTHER CRIMES 
Murder of B.C. and L.C. 

33. On April 6, 2012, KEYES agreed to a fourth interview, on the explicit terms that 
the S.K. case would not be discussed. KEYES indicated his willingness to share “other stories” 
with investigators. In this interview, KEYES implied that he had murdered other persons over 
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the past fourteen years and in different locations. KEYES stated that he had many “cards to 
play,” and didn’t want to give them all away at once. He was asked to give the identity and 
location of just one body. After thinking silently for about twenty seconds, KEYES stated, “I’ll 
give you two.” He then confessed to the kidnapping, carjacking and murder of B.C. and L.C. 
near Burlington, Vermont in June 2011. After working with an internet map for approximately 
thirty minutes, KEYES located the abandoned farmhouse in which he believed he had disposed 
of their remains. KEYES also indicated that he thought that his DNA might be recovered when 
they recovered the bodies. 

34. A quick records check verified that, indeed, Bill and Lorraine Currier, ages 49 
and 55, had inexplicably gone missing on June 8, 2011. KEYES stated that, when he killed the 
Curriers, he was in Vermont en route to a vacation in Maine, technically visiting family. 

KEYES identified the hotel he stayed at near the Currier residence. B.C. and L.C. lived in a 
house several blocks from this hotel. KEYES indicated he had chosen the Curriers randomly. 

35. On the evening of June 8,2011, KEYES cut the telephone line and broke into B.C. 
and L.C.’s home in Burlington, Vermont. He had a gun and used cable ties to bind both B.C. 
and L.C. KEYES placed the Curriers in their car and transported them to an abandoned 
farmhouse which he had scoped out and found the previous day. Over the next several hours, 
KEYES sexually assaulted L.C. in a bedroom on the upper floor of the home. 


KEYES described making bindings out of duct tape and 

using them on L.C.’s hands. 
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his backpack. 


36. During the sexual assault of L.C., KEYES said that he heard B.C. attempting to 
break out of his restraints. KEYES went down to the basement, where he saw the stool to which 
B.C. was restrained had broken and his bindings were loose. KEYES held a knife to B.C’s 
throat. KEYES and B.C. fought, during which KEYES struck him with a shovel KEYES’ found 
in the basement. KEYES then went to get his .22 caliber gun he left upstairs and returned to the 
basement. KEYES killed B.C. by shooting him multiple times. KEYES then returned upstairs to 
continue his sexual assault of L.C. After he was finished sexually assaulting her, KEYES 
walked L.C. to the basement and strangled L.C. 

KEYES stated that he wore leather gloves during the murders. 

37. After murdering both B.C. and L.C., KEYES moved the bodies to a comer of the 
basement and “bagged” them by placing two bags over each body, one bag over the head to 
mid-body, the second bag placed over the feet and up to mid body. KEYES also poured a gallon 
of Drano on each of the bodies. KEYES then took old shelving and ducting he found in the 
basement and placed these items over the bagged bodies in an attempt to conceal them. KEYES 
said that he planned on “torching” the farmhouse, but that it was getting too late as it was 
getting light out and there was traffic on the road. 

38. In addition to taking his backpack with him when leaving the farmhouse, KEYES 
also took with him the following items: The items used during the sexual assault of L.C., L.C.’s 
clothing and B.C.’s sandals. KEYES said that he kept B.C. and L.C’s cell phones and their debit 
card, to which he received the Pin number from them, and their .38 revolver taken from their 
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bedroom, for a few days after the murders. KEYES claimed to have later disposed of the 
phones. KEYES also claimed to have disposed of “most” of their jewelry. KEYES said that he 
disposed of items he used during the kidnapping, sexual assault and murders, as well as L.C.’s 
lingerie, clothing, and their suitcase. 

39. KEYES stated he brought the backpack he used during the abduction and 
murder of B.C. and L.C. with him from Alaska to Vermont. He called this backpack his rape 
kit. Packed in the backpack was a head lamp, propane camp stove, several water bottles, nylon 
rope, duct tape, and latex gloves. Keyes had fashioned some ligatures prior to the abduction and 
brought them with him in the backpack. Keyes used all of the above items during the sexual 
assault and murder of B.C. and L.C. KEYES reported he took all of these items with him when 
he left the farmhouse. KEYES stated that he disposed of some of the items used in the rape and 
murder by throwing them into a reservoir or burning them. 

40. In subsequent interviews, KEYES provided additional information about 
the murder of the Curriers. During the abduction of the Curriers, KEYES packed a suitcase at 
Currier residence with L.C.’s lingerie, clothing, and jewelry. After their murders, he stated he 
disposed of most of these items by burning them but kept a few pieces of jewelry. Investigators 
also determined that the Garmin Quest GPS S/N 66257036 was also missing from the Curriers 
vehicle. Keyes did not mention taking the GPS device to the investigators. 

41. Vermont investigators were contacted and have corroborated aspects of KEYES' 
confession. Investigators contacted the hotel identified by KEYES and verified that he had 
indeed been a guest there during the relevant time period. However, the farmhouse where 
KEYES stated that he disposed of the bodies has been demolished and the remains were 
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transported to a landfill. The FBI searched the landfill for several weeks but was unable to 
locate the bodies of B.C. and L.C. 

42. KEYES then drove to a reservoir, later identified by reviewing Internet 
maps with the FBI Agents, as the Blake Falls Reservoir, in Parishville, New York, where he 
disposed of the barrel and bolt of the .22 caliber gun he used to murder Bill, along with the 
Curriers’ .38 revolver, by throwing them into the reservoir. KEYES placed his other weapon, 
and the remaining parts to the .22 caliber weapon, along with a silencer and ammunition, into a 
Home Depot bucket, which KEYES hid under large rocks on the property near the reservoir. 

43. On April 18, 2012, FBI Agents from the FBI’s Albany, New York Division, 
conducted a consent search of the land, in the vicinity of the boat launch, Blake Falls Reservoir 
area, in Parishville, New York, in an attempt to locate the Home Depot bucket KEYES said he 
hid under large rocks. The FBI Agents recovered the Home Depot bucket, as described by 
KEYES. Inside the bucket were a trigger mechanism and gun part with spring for a Ruger 22 
Charger gun, a Ruger Model 10/22, another weapon, loaded and unloaded magazines for guns, 
ammunition, a flashlight, and other gun accessory items. 

44. On April 24, 2012, an FBI Underwater Search Response Team searched the 
Blake Falls Reservoir, in Parishville, New York. During the search, they recovered the barrel 
and bolt of a weapon from the area in the reservoir from the location provided by KEYES as to 
the area in the reservoir where he threw the gun and bolt of the weapon he used to murder B.C. 

45. On June 5, 2012, an FBI Underwater Search Response Team returned to the 
Blake Falls Reservoir, in Parishville, New York and conducted another search to look for the 
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weapon KEYES took from B.C. and L.C.’s house. During the search, they recovered their 
weapon, as identified by the serial number on the gun. 

Other Homicides 

46. KEYES has admitted to several other homicides over the past fourteen years in 
addition to those described above. He specifically identified two homicides in the state of 
Washington and a homicide that occurred on. the east coast with the body buried in New York. 
Law enforcement is currently following up on this information. KEYES stated he knew the 
names of his other homicide victims because he would look at their ID’s. To date, law 
enforcement has not recovered any identification cards belonging to any of KEYES’ victims. 

47. A handwritten document, written by KEYES, was obtained by the FBI in Anchorage 
from the Anchorage Jail. The handwritten document describes details of multiple murders. None 
of the victims are identified in the document, but investigators believe that the murders of S.K. 
and the Curriers are described in it, along with other unidentified victims. 

Bank Robberies 

48. KEYES admitted to committing a bank robbery in Azle, Texas on February 16, 
2012. In the video of that bank robbery, the robber has long hair. KEYES admitted in an 
interview on May 8, 2012, that he taped human hair to the inside of the helmet he wore during 
the bank robbery to give the appearance he had longer hair. In a later interview when asked 
again about the hair, KEYES stated human hair is free if a person just takes it. Due to the date 
of the bank robbery, investigators know the hair worn for the Azle bank robbery did not belong 
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to S.K. In the ransom note photograph taken by KEYES after the bank robbery, S.K. appears to 
have a full head of hair. KEYES brandished a gun during this bank robbery. 

49. KEYES admitted to committing a bank robbery in Tupper Lake, New York on 
April 10, 2009. During this bank robbery KEYES wore a disguise which included a fake 
mustache and beard and wore a hoody and jacket. KEYES brandished a gun during this bank 
robbery. 

50. KEYES admitted he used disguises when he committed the above bank robberies 
and gave the impression he had committed other bank robberies in addition to the two noted 
above. For example, KEYES mentioned that he had buried money from a different bank 
robbery in a plastic tool box in Wyoming. 


Burglary and Arson 

51. KEYES also admitted to committing a burglary and arson in Aledo, Texas on 
February 16, 2012. KEYES took jewelry from the home and set the home on fire. Agents 
confirmed the arson and media reports indicated the 3500 square foot home was completely lost 
in the fire. KEYES indicated he brought the jewelry back to Alaska and placed it in a fanny 
pack in his residence at 2425 Spurr Lane. This jewelry has not yet been recovered. 


CONCLUSION 

52. Based on the above facts and my training and experience, I submit there is probable 
cause to believe that KEYES has committed multiple kidnappings, carjacking, and homicides; 
that he incorporates travel into his homicides as an effective countermeasure to law enforcement 
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detection; and that he subsequently follows media and missing person reports relating to his 
offenses. I base these conclusions on the above facts, including but not limited to evidence 
authoritatively tying KEYES to the kidnapping and murder of S.K.; KEYES’ confession to the 
kidnapping, carjacking and murder of B.C. and L.C.; KEYES’ description of the specific 
planning of both of these crimes and his extensive and immediate travel thereafter; KEYES 
multiple and specific references to “other stories”; KEYES specific statement that his ex- 
girlfriend knew nothing of his murders because he was “two people” which was immediately 
followed by his statement that he had been “two people” for exactly “fourteen years”; KEYES 
admissions of involvement in the murder of individuals in Washington and New York or a 
surrounding state; KEYES statement that he would be willing to eventually tell the “stories” that 
law enforcement officers are likely to uncover by examining his computers; and records 
obtained indicating KEYES’ extensive travel through the United States and internationally. 
Based on all the information above, I submit there is probable cause to believe that KEYES’ 
pattern, exemplified to varying extent by both the murder of S.K. and B.C. and L.C., is to travel 
to a location, to commit a murder and - most especially- to then immediately place significant 
geographic distance between himself and the murder by traveling. KEYES appears to time his 
homicides to specifically coincide with his planned departure from a geographic area. KEYES 
indicated (and records confirm) that he left Vermont the day after B.C. and L.C. went missing, 
traveling to Maine; KEYES left Alaska only hours after completing the murder of S.K. This 
pattern is especially significant given the records currently in law enforcement possession 
indicating KEYES’ prolific record of travel. I further submit that given the above information.

there is probable cause to believe that this pattern has been ongoing during the fourteen year 
period beginning in 1998 and continuing through 2012 and that evidence of these crimes and 
that evidence of these crimes is contained within the residence at 2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage, 
Alaska. 

53. Based on the aforementioned information, your affiant knows KEYES takes objects 
from many of his victims. KEYES has demonstrated a pattern of bringing some of these items 
back to his residence. In the case of S.K., he actually brought the victim back to his residence 
and placed her in the white and green shed located in the front of his residence. KEYES also 
brought several items he used to dispose of S.K.’s body back to his residence. The shed and 
several of these items were seized by the FBI in March 2012. However, in March 2012, the FBI 
was not aware of KEYES involvement in other crimes. For example, it was unknown that 
KEYES kept items such as jewelry from the Aledo arson, and possibly jewelry or clothing from 
the murder of L.C. and B.C. KEYES also reported he saved and hid items from other crimes in 
caches and to date has identified approximately five caches across the United States. KEYES 
identified a cache in Eagle River, Alaska which was recovered by investigators. Subsequently, it 
is reasonable to believe KEYES has hidden things in other places in Alaska that he had access 
to, including the residence located at 2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage. 

54. At the time of the APD search of KEYES residence it was unknown to law 
enforcement that KEYES had additional victims and he prepared “rape kits” or took items with 
him when he went out to look for victims. KEYES indicated his kit contained premade 
ligatures, rope, duct tape and other items he used in the commission of the rape and murder. In 
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the case of the Curriers, KEYES brought a backpack that contained ropes and a small camp 
stove, which he reported using in the commission of the crime. 


55. The FBI would like to conduct a search of the residence located at 2456 Spurr 
Lane, Anchorage, Alaska to look for the items listed in Attachment B. Keyes was a skilled 
carpenter and had recently completed a remodel of the residence so these items may be 
contained in hidden compartments. It is not beyond his abilities and means to create this type of

AFFIDAVIT IN SUPPORT OF 
AN APPLICATION FOR A SEARCH WARRANT 

I, Jolene Goeden, being first duly sworn, hereby depose and state as follows: 
INTRODUCTION AND AGENT BACKGROUND 

1. I am a Special Agent with the Federal Bureau of Investigation. As a Special 
Agent, I am charged with the duty of investigating violations of the laws of the United States, 
collecting evidence in cases in which the United States is or may be a party in interest, and 
performing other duties imposed by law. I have been assigned to investigate criminal matters 
within the jurisdiction of the FBI, including child exploitation, kidnapping, and homicide, 

2. I make this affidavit in support of an application under Rule 41 of the Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procedure for a warrant to search a Dell Computer Model E1405, S/N 
J1B8TC1, further identified in Attachment A (Target Device), for the information identified in 
Attachment B. 

3. As set forth herein, there is probable cause to believe that in the property to be

searched there exists evidence of a crime, contraband, fruits of a crimes, or other items illegally 



possessed in violation of Title 18, United States Code (USC), Section 1029(a)(5) (Fraud and 

Related Activity in Connection with Access Devices )(FRACAD); Title 18, United States 
Code, Section 1201 (Kidnapping); Title 18 , United States Code, Section 2119 
(Carjacking); and Title 18, United States Code, Section 1202(b) (Ransom Money). The 
expansion of the scope of the search by this search warrant is based on probable cause to 
believe that the target device contains fruits, evidence and instrumentalities of violations 
of Title 18, United States Code, Section 1201 (Kidnapping) and Title 18 , United States 
Code, Section 2119 (Carjacking), as further described in Attachment A. 

RELEVANT STATUTES 

4. The Target Device contains evidence of and is an instrumentality used for 

violations of Title 18, USC, Section 1029(a)(5), Fraud and Related Activity in 
Connection with Access Devices, which provides that: 

Whoever, knowingly and with intent to defraud effects transactions with 1 or more access 
devices issued to another person or.persons, to receive payment or any other things of 
value during any 1-year period that aggregate value of which is equal to or greater than 
$ 1 , 000 ; 


and Title 18, United States Code, Section 1201 (Kidnaping), which provides that: 

Whoever unlawfully seizes, confines, inveigles, decoys, kidnaps, abducts, or carries away 
and holds for ransom or reward or otherwise any person, except in the case of a minor by 
the parent thereof, when the person is willfully transported in interstate or foreign 
commerce, regardless of whether the person was alive when transported in interstate or 
foreign commerce or uses the mail or any means, facility, or instrumentality of interstate 
or foreign commerce in committing or in furtherance of the commission of the offense; 


and Title 18, United States Code, Section 1202(b) (Ransom Money), which provides that:. 

Whoever receives, possesses, or disposes of any money or other property, or any portion 
thereof, which has at any time been delivered as ransom or reward in connection with a 
violation of section 1201 of this title, knowing the same to be money or property which 
has been at any time delivered as such ransom or reward; 
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and Title 18, United States Code, Section 2119 (Carjacking), which provides that: 

Whoever, with the intent to cause death or serious bodily harm takes a motor vehicle that 
has been transported, shipped or received in interstate or foreign commerce from the 
presence of the person or presence of another by force and violence or by intimidation, or 
attempts to do so. 

and Title 18, United States Code, Section 2113 (Bank Robbery), which provides that: 

Whoever, by force and violence, or by intimidation, takes, or attempts to take, from the 
person or presence of another, or obtains or attempts to obtain by extortion any property 
or money or oany other thing of value belonging to, or in the care, custody, control, 
management, or possession of, any bank, credit union, or any savings or loan assocation. 


IDENTIFICATION OF THE DEVICE TO BE EXAMINED 

5. The property to be searched is identified in Attachment A as Dell Computer 
Model El 405, S/N J1B8TC1, currently in possession of Anchorage Police Department Property 

and Evidence, Anchorage, Alaska. 

6. The applied for warrant would authorize the forensic examination of the device 
for the purpose of identifying electronically stored data particularly described in Attachment B. 

PROBABLE CAUSE 

7. The information contained below is from my personal knowledge and experience, 
information provided to me by other law enforcement personnel, or from those specific sources 
as set forth. Since this affidavit is being submitted for the limited purpose of seeking 
authorization to search a removed hard drive of Dell Computer Model El 405, S/N J1B8TC1, 1 

have not included each and every fact known to me regarding this investigation. I have 

set forth only the facts that I believe are necessary to establish a foundation to support the 

aforementioned request for a search warrant. 
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Abduction of S.K. 


8. On 2-2-12 at about 12:39 Alaska Standard Time (AST), Duncan, the owner of 
the Common Ground Coffee stand at 630 E. Tudor, Anchorage, Alaska, contacted APD 
dispatch. Duncan was calling from Oregon, where he was vacationing. He reported that while 
viewing his internet-based security system he saw one of his employees, 18-year-old S.K,, 
appear to be abducted, Duncan said he was contacted by S.K.’s father (J.K.) and boyfriend 
(D.T.), who had been unable to locate her. This contact prompted Duncan to review his security 
video which showed an unknown man climb through the window of the coffee stand at about 
20:00 AST on 2-1-12 while S.K. was working. The video appears to show S.K. retreating a short 
distance and raising her hands in an apparent sign of submission to the man who subsequently 
climbed into the coffee stand, robbed S.K. and escorted her away from the scene. The abductor 
climbed through the window into the coffee stand without any significant difficulty. He 
appeared to be significantly taller than S.K., who is 5'4" tall, but due to the limited lighting and 
quality of the video, a more accurate estimate of his height has not been made. The 
robber/abductor appeared to have a medium to large build and athletic movements. 

9. At the time of her abduction, S.K, was wearing a dark-colored jacket, a green 
shirt with light-colored stripes on the sleeves, a thin dark-colored bracelet, dark-colored pants, 
and dark-colored shoes. At the time of her abduction, S.K. was also believed to be in possession 
of a carabineer with three keys and possibly a white lanyard, a medium-to-large size leopard 
print purse, and a black cellular telephone with sliding keyboard. S.K. is a white female adult, 
approximately 5'4" tall, 150 pounds, 18 years old, with shoulder-length brown hair and brown 
eyes. 
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10. Video surveillance appeared to show S.K.’s robber/abductor wearing a dark- 
colored, possibly hooded, jacket, dark-colored glasses, a dark-colored face mask, dark-colored 
gloves, dark-colored pants; and dark-colored shoes. He appeared to be carrying a white coffee 
cup and a dark-colored bag. Although to date no weapon has been conclusively identified in the 
surveillance videos that captured this robbery/abduction, the scene was generally poorly lit and 
the robber/abductor was not always fully visible. Furthermore, S.K.'s reaction appeared to be 
consistent with someone who was confronted or threatened with a weapon. In addition, during 
separate subsequent interviews, both S.K.'s father and boyfriend adamantly indicated that S.K, 
was very strong-willed and would not have complied with a robber or abductor's demands, 
unless she had been threatened with a weapon. 

11. Surveillance video from a nearby Home Depot at approximately 19:54 AST on 2- 
1-12 showed a white Chevrolet extended cab truck roll through the Home Depot parking lot and 
park just east of an International House of Pancakes. From a distance, the surveillance showed 
an individual with a black garment and hat get out of the truck and walk westbound through the 
parking lot towards Denali St., cross it, get on the sidewalk, walk southbound on Denali St. to 
Tudor Rd., cross Tudor Rd. at the intersection, and, finally, exit the frame. The individual’s 
travel was in the direction of the Common Ground Coffee stand, from which S.K. was abducted. 
One minute later, the video surveillance footage from Common Ground Coffee stand showed the 
individual who abducted S.K. approach from the direction of the man in the Home Depot video. 
Approximately two minutes after S.K. and her abductor exited the frame of the Common 
Ground Coffee stand video footage, two persons appearing to match S.K. and her abductor again 
entered the frame of the Home Depot video footage, this time walking back towards the location 
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where the white Chevrolet truck was originally parked. The Home Depot video then showed the 
two people approach the passenger side door of the Chevrolet truck. It then showed the person 
who appeared to be S.K. enter the passenger side of truck. The other individual then walked 
around the truck, entered the driver’s side, and drove out of the surveillance video’s frame. As 
described below, police have now identified KEYES’ residence and located a white Chevrolet 
truck registered to him at that residence. This white Chevrolet truck belonging to KEYES 
appears to match the vehicle in the Home Depot surveillance footage, although KEYES’ truck 
has several toolboxes and a ladder rack fastened with removable bolts to the truck bed, and these 
items do not appear on the truck in the Home Depot video. 

12. During an interview on 02-02-2012, D.T. (S.K.’s boyfriend) said he went to the 
coffee stand on 2-1-12 at about 20:33 AST to give her a ride home but the stand appeared to be 
closed and she was not there. D.T. further reported to law enforcement that on 02/02/2012, at 
approximately 03:00 AST, he observed an unknown male adult wearing a ski mask and dark 
clothing going through the vehicle he shared with S.K. D.T. did not alert authorities to the 
burglary of the vehicle at that time. 

13. When D.T. was asked where his ATM debit card was by APD Detectives several 
days after the abduction, he indicated he had left it in the vehicle he shared with S.K. This 
vehicle had been seized by APD on 02-02-2012 and searched pursuant to a State of Alaska 
search warrant. The debit card referenced above was not located during the search; however law 
enforcement did not notify D.T, of this fact. D.T. indicated that his debit card was a Credit 
Union 1 VISA debit card (VISA debit card) bearing XXXXXXXXXXXX2851, expiration 
01/15, and that he did not give his VISA debit card to anyone else or give anyone permission to 
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use it. The card is thus believed to liave been stolen from b.T.'s vehicle at the time D.T. 
observed the vehicle break-in. D.T. further related that S.K.’s driver’s license had aiso been in 
his vehicle. That driver’s license was missing when searched for on 02-02-2012, indicating that 
it also was stolen at that time. I know that a driver’s license is generally necessary to leave the 
State of Alaska by airplane, road or ferry, due to established interstate (or international in the 
case of travel to/from Alaska via the Alaska-Canada Highway) travel requirements. 
Furthermore, due to Alaska’s unique geographic location, the difficulty of traveling by road 
through northern Canada in winter, and the lengthy periods generally associated with traveling 
to/from Alaska by ferry, commercial airlines are the most common and popular mode of 
interstate travel to/from Alaska, especially during the winter. 

Ransom Note and Transfer of Funds to “Ransom Account” 

14. On 02-24-2012, at 19:56 AST, D.T. received the following text on his cell phone 
907-231-9835 from S.K.’s cell phone 907-884-8370 - “Conner park sign under pic of albert aint 
she purty”. J.K. (S.K.’s father) contacted law enforcement officers and relayed the information. 
At the request of APD Detectives, at approximately 20:18 AST, APD Patrol Officers arrived at 
Conner Park located on the southeast comer of Jewel Lake Road and International Airport Road 
in Anchorage, Alaska. J.K,and D.T, were already present. Attached to the park sign, below a 
flyer for a lost dog named “Albert,” was a ziploc bag which contained a folded piece of paper. 

15. On one side of the piece of paper, there was a photograph of S.K. with silver duct 
tape around her mouth and chin. She appeared to be wearing eye liner, and a light-colored, 
latex-gloved hand and lightly complected, muscular arm was holding S.K.'s hair. In the upper 
part of the photo was an Anchorage Daily Newspaper determined to be the issue released on 
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Monday, February 13, 2012. 

16. On the reverse side of the piece of paper was a ransom note which demanded 
$30,000. The note included the 16-digit card number of the debit card belonging to D.T., which 
he had reported stolen on the night of the kidnaping, as summarized above. This debit card 
number is correlated to a bank account number held by D.T. and S.K. The note demanded that 
$30,000.00 be deposited into that account and indicated that the writer of the note intended to 
withdraw money at regular intervals over the coming days, and in locations other than Alaska. 
Specifically, it said, “I may not use the card much in ak due to small pop but as I will be leaving 
soon I will be using it all over.” The note further gave an indication that S.K. had been moved 
from Alaska, stating that “she did almost get away twice, once on tudor and once in the desert, 
must be losing my touch.” 1 know from research, training, and experience, and discussions with 
law enforcement officers familiar with Alaska that there are no areas in Alaska commonly 
referred to and known to be “deserts.” Many such areas do exist in Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas. Subsequent analysis of the demand note by the FBI Laboratory revealed that it was typed 
with a typewriter that used a carbon ribbon, and that the aforementioned picture on the back of 
the demand note was printed with an inkjet printer. 

17. On 02-29-2012, at approximately 16:55 AST, J.K. contacted APD Detectives and 
told them he was withdrawing $5,000.00 from the reward account set up for S.K. at Denali 
Alaskan Federal Credit Union, and he intended to deposit it in the ransom fund, which was an 
account held by Credit Union 1. Pursuant to a State search warrant obtained by APD Detective 
Joseph Barth on 02-25-2012, investigators were informed that $5,000.00 was deposited in the 
Credit Union 1 account indicated on the ransom note, (the account attached to the Credit Union 
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1 VISA debit card [VISA debit card] bearing XXXXXXXXXXXX2851, expiration 01/15 issued 
to D,T).at 17:45 AST on 02-29-2012). 

Unauthorized use of Credit Union 1 VISA debit card 

18. On 02-29-2012 at 22:13 AST, an unknown person utilizing D.T.’s Credit Union 1 
debit card attempted to withdraw $600.00 in US Currency from the account indicated on the 
ransom note. The attempted withdrawal took place at the Automatic Teller Machine (ATM) 
located at the Alaska USA bank at 4000 Credit Union Drive in Anchorage, Alaska. Because the 
attempted amount was over the $500.00 daily limit, the withdrawal was declined. Surveillance 
video in the area of the ATM revealed a male dressed in a black hooded sweatshirt and black 
pants, operating a light-colored SUV, arrived in the parking lot of the Sea Galley restaurant 
across the street. After parking the SUV, the male exited and quickly walked across the street to 
the area of the Alaska USA ATM. The SUV was later determined by the FBI to be a silver 
Nissan Xterra of a model between the years 2005 and 2012. As noted below, police have now 
determined that KEYES' girlfriend owns a silver 2007 Nissan Xterra. 

19. On 02-29-2012 at 23:56 AST, $500.00 in US Currency was withdrawn from the 
ATM at the Denali Alaskan Federal Credit Union located at 3020 Minnesota Drive in 
Anchorage, Alaska. The debit card utilized to withdraw the money was the same Credit Union 1 
debit card issued to D.T. Surveillance video obtained of the area revealed this withdrawal was 
conducted by an unknown male with a muscular appearance wearing a dark-colored, possibly 
hooded, jacket with a light-colored design or paint spatter on the left chest and front, and light- 
colored lettering, including possibly "CORPS" across the back shoulders; clear or light-colored 
glasses; a gray face mask; gray gloves; dark-colored pants; and light-colored shoes. 
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20. During the course of the investigation, Detective Blanton and Officer Pierce of 
APD obtained surveillance footage from businesses surrounding the Alaska USA, which is 
located on Credit Union Drive in Anchorage, Alaska. Immediately before the withdrawal, a 
hidden surveillance camera located at the Sea Galley at 4101 Credit Union Drive in Anchorage, 
Alaska captured a similarly dressed male park in the extreme southwest comer of the Sea Galley 
parking lot driving a silver Nissan Xterra. From the surveillance video, the male appeared to 
exit the vehicle and walk westbound across the street to the Alaska USA and return a short while 
later. Both the male’s appearance and timing are commensurate with him being the person who 
attempted to withdraw the money. 

21. On 03-01*2012 at approximately 00:28 AST, $500.00 in US currency was 
withdrawn from the ATM at the Alaska USA located at 7701 Debarr Road in Anchorage, 

Alaska. As with the prior two transactions, the debit card utilized to withdraw the money was 
the Credit Union 1 debit card issued to D.T. 

22. On 03*07*2012 at approximately 21:57 AST, $400.00 in US currency was 
withdrawn from the ATM at the Western Bank located at 200 West Rex Allen Road in Willcox, 
Arizona. The debit card utilized to withdraw the money was the Credit Union 1 debit card 
issued to D.T. Surveillance video on the ATM showed the individual using the debit card for 
the withdrawal was a white male dressed in a gray hooded jacket or sweatshirt, glasses, a gray 
face mask, gray gloves, dark-colored pants, and light-colored shoes, and appeared to be driving a 
late model white Ford Focus sedan. 

23. On 03-07-2012 at approximately 23:24 AST, there was an attempted $400.00 
withdrawal at the Western Bank located at 711 Main Street in Lordsburg, New Mexico, using 
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D.T, ’s Credit Union 1 debit card (the same card referenced in prior paragraphs.) The withdrawal 
was declined by the ATM as it would have put the debit card over the daily withdrawal limit. 

At 23:25 AST, at the same ATM, a balance inquiry was conducted on the account utilizing the 
debit card. The balance shown was $3,598.91. At 23:26 AST, $80.00 was withdrawn from the 
account utilizing the debit card. Surveillance video on the ATM showed the individual using the 
debit card wore similar clothing to the first ATM withdrawal in Arizona. 

24. On 3-9-2012 at approximately 23:23 AST, there was a $483.00 withdrawal made 
at an ATM at Houston Community Bank, 1515 FM 1960 Bypass East, Humble City, Texas. 
Initial review of the surveillance video from the ATM appeared to show that the individual using 
the debit card wore similar clothing to that worn during the two aforementioned ATM 
withdrawals in Arizona and New Mexico. 

25. On 03-11-2012 at approximately 23:47 AST, there was a $480.00 withdrawal at 
the People's State Bank located at 5850 Hwy 59 South, Shepherd, Texas using D.T.’s Credit 
Union 1 debit card (the same card referenced in prior paragraphs.) Surveillance video on the 
ATM showed the individual using the debit card wore similar clothing to the first ATM 
withdrawal in Arizona, as well as the subsequent withdrawals in New Mexico and Texas. 

Stop of the White Ford Focus 

26. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:00 Central Time (CT), Texas Ranger Steven 
Rayburn, while in the company of FBI Agent Deborah Gannoway, was notified by Texas 
Department of Public Safety (DPS) Highway Patrol Corporal Bryan Henry (Corporal Henry) that 
a white Ford Focus sedan bearing Texas license plate DH4N930 was observed parked at the 
Quality Inn & Suites (QIS), 4306 South First Street, Lufkin, Texas, which is a short drive from 
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Shepherd; Texas. 

27. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:15 CT, Ranger Rayburn and FBI Agent 
Deborah Garmoway responded to the QIS, at which time Agent Gannoway conducted a walk-by 
and visual inspection of the white Ford Focus. Agent Gannoway noted a bar-code sticker on the 
driver's side back passenger window consistent with stickers applied to rental vehicles. Agent 
Garmoway also noted numerous items of clothing, trash and other debris in plain sight within the 
vehicle, including what appeared to be a girl's or woman's pink item of clothing. Ranger 
Rayburn caused a Texas license plate database search to be conducted which revealed the white 
2012 Ford Focus was registered to PV Holding Corporation, 9603 John Saunders Road, San 
Antonio, Texas. DPS Criminal Investigative Division (CID) Lieutenant Mickey Hadnot 
(Lieutenant HsdflPt) maintained surveillance on the Ford Focus. 

28. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:30 CT, Lieutenant Hadnot reported to 
Ranger Rayburn, who was in the company of FBI Agent Deborah Gannoway, that a white male 
adult exited room 215 of the QIS, placed some items into the trunk of the aforementioned white 
Ford Focus, and departed the scene alone, driving the white Ford Focus. FBI Agent Gannoway 
had previously obtained from the QIS front desk manager an "in house list" of all occupants of 
the QIS on the night of 03/12/2012, which reflected room 215 was rented by ELIJAH KEYES 
for the time period 03/09/2012 through 03/13/2012. 

29. On 03/13/2012, at approximately 11:45 CT, Corporal Henry conducted a traffic 
stop on the white Ford Focus sedan based in part on FBI Agent Gannoway’s suspicion that the 
vehicle was the same vehicle used in the Arizona, New Mexico, and Texas ATM withdrawals, 
as well as Corporal Henry's assessment that the driver of the vehicle was traveling in excess of 
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the posted speed limit. Upon FBI Agent Gannoway’s arrival at the car stop location. Corporal 
Henry provided to FBI Agent Gannoway Alaska Driver's License number 7268639, in the name 
of ISRAEL KEYES, which KEYES had provided to Corporal Henry prior to Agent Gannoway’s 
arrival at the scene. Corporal Henry told Agent Gannoway that KEYES informed him he flew 
from Anchorage, Alaska, to Las Vegas, Nevada, on 03/07/2012, and that he rented the white 
Ford Focus at the Las Vegas airport, driving to his present location over the course of the 
ensuing week. KEYES provided to Agent Gannoway a copy of his car rental agreement, which 
corroborated his statement that he had rented the car at the Las Vegas, Nevada, airport on 
03/07/2012. KEYES was unable to describe to Agent Gannoway the route he drove from 
Nevada to Texas, but stated he was in Lufkin, Texas, to attend his sister's wedding in Wells, 
Texas. KEYES told Agent Gannoway he "probably" paid for fuel throughout his travels from 
Nevada to Texas with cash. Ranger Rayburn reported to Agent Gannoway that there was a pair 
of large white tennis shoes partially pushed under the driver's seat of the Ford Focus, which 
Ranger Rayburn could plainly see through the window. During questioning by Agent Gannoway 
and Ranger Rayburn, KEYES became increasingly agitated and uncooperative, and he refused to 
allow Agent Gannoway and/or Ranger Rayburn to inspect his wallet (which was in his pocket) 
or his vehicle. KEYES became unusually nervous and began to sweat profusely, in spite of the 
slightly cool weather and the tank top which he was wearing at the time. KEYES expressed to 
Agent Gannoway that if he was going to be kept in the area for a longer period of time, he 
desired to call his brother (who has KEYES' daughter in a separate car) and notify him of same. 
Agent Gannoway suggested KEYES make that call. A short time later, the 2012 Ford Focus was 
transported to and secured at the Lufkin, Texas, Police Department. 
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30. Based on the aforementioned observations, including the fact that the rented Ford 
Focus matched the description of the vehicle utilized in the ATM withdrawals in Arizona, New 
Mexico and Texas, KEYES' arrival in Las Vegas, Nevada, and his subsequent travel from 
Nevada to Texas very likely resulting in KEYES traveling through Arizona on or about 
03/07/2012 (the date of a $400.00 ATM withdrawal in Arizona) and New Mexico on or about 
03/08/2012 (the date of an $80.00 ATM withdrawal in New Mexico), KEYES 1 appearance 
closely matching the description of the white male adult observed in videos of the above- 
described ATM withdrawals, KEYES' own admission that he lived in the Anchorage, Alaska, 
area, KEYES' Alaska driver's license reflecting an Anchorage, Alaska, address, the white tennis 
shoes under the driver's seat matching the description of the shoes worn by the white male adult 
observed in the videos of the above-described ATM, as well as other observations. Agent 
Gannoway instructed Corporal Henry to place KEYES under arrest. Ranger Rayburn, in Agent 
Gannoway’s presence, searched KEYES’ wallet, revealing a VISA ATM/Debit card bearing 
account number XXXXXXXXXXXX2851, expiration date 01/15, in the name of D.T. This 
card is linked to the “ransom account” identified above, from which the withdrawals and 
attempted withdrawals summarized above were made. 

Discovery of KEYES’ White Chevrolet Truck 

31. APD Detectives discovered that ISRAEL KEYES listed a mailing address of 
3705 Arctic Blvd. #2891 in Anchorage, Alaska, on 07-18-2011, which is the Mail Cache. APD 
Detectives also discovered that KEYES listed a residential address of 2456 Spurr Lane in 
Anchorage, Alaska, as of 07-18-2011. 
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32, On 0343-2012 at approximately 10:30 AST, members of the APD Special 
Assignment Unit went to KEYES’ home address at 2456 Spun- Lane in Anchorage, Alaska. No 
one answered repeated knocks on the door. Per APD Sergeant Redick, there were fresh tire 
impressions in the snow in the driveway of the address that appeared as if a vehicle had been 
parked there as recently as the morning of 03-13-2012. 

33, There was also a white Chevrolet pickup truck parked in the driveway of the 
address. The truck had a large toolbox in the bed and a ladder rack on top. The bolts securing 
those items were removable and appeared to have been recently added. The license plate on the 
truck was Alaska license plate FTC990, relating to a white 2004 Chevrolet Silverado, registered 
to ISRAEL KEYES at 2456 Spurr Lane in Anchorage, Alaska. The white Chevrolet truck 
appeared to match the vehicle appearing in the Home Depot surveillance video, as summarized 
above. Further, Detectives eventually contacted KEYES’ girlfriend and discovered that she 
drives a 2007 Nissan Xterra, which matched the general description of the vehicle used by an 
individual who appeared to attempt to use the stolen debit card on 2-29-12, as summarized 
above. 

34, The 2004 Chevrolet Silverado was compared by invdstigators to the vehicle used in 
the abduction and appearing in the Home Depot video, as noted ufcov^. The vehicle appeared to 
be an exact match, with one exception. The 2004 Chevrolet Silverado belonging to KEYES was 
equipped with a large, removable toolbox in its bed. The toolbox was emblazoned with the 
phone number for KEYES construction company. Pursuant to this observation, and to the fact 
that the toolbox is removable, investigators sought to establish whether or not the toolbox was 
present on KEYES’ 2004 Chevrolet Silverado on 2-1-12. Investigators first interviewed 
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KEYES’ daughter, L.K. L.K., who is ten years old, informed investigators that she had noticed 
on or about 2-1-12 that the toolbox had been removed from KEYES truck, and stated that this 
was unusual. L.K. also stated that she had discussed the removal of the toolbox around that time 
with a neighbor and playmate, A.B. Pursuant to this information, investigators interviewed A.B. 
In her statement, A.B. confirmed that the toolbox had in fact been removed on or about 2-1-12, 
that this was in fact unusual, that the toolbox had been replaced back on the truck shortly 
thereafter, and that she and L.K. had in fact discussed this observation contemporaneously with 
its occurance. Meanwhile, investigators also obtained records of KEYES’ purchases on or about 
2-1-12. In so doing, investigators discovered that KEYES had returned four construction doors 
to Home Depot at Tudor Road in Anchorage, Alaska on 2-1-12, Investigators visited this Home 
Depot and spoke with employees and managers there, who checked their store records and noted 
that KEYES had in fact made a return on 2-1-12, Store managers then obtained the in-store and 
front outside surveillance footage for 2-1-12. The in-store surveillance footage, reviewed by 
your affiant, clearly shows KEYES conducting a transaction at a cash register in Home Depot at 
the time indicated by store records and KEYES’ receipt. The outdoor surveillance footage 
shows a white truck approach the Home Depot minutes before this transaction occurs. The 
truck’s driver declines to pull up to the Home Depot loading dock, and instead parks a distance 
away from the Home Depot and then manually unloads what appears to be large, rectangular 
objects from the truck. He then manually transports these objects inside Home Depot, just 
moments before KEYES appears on the interior surveillance footage to conduct his transaction. 
The white Chevrolet truck appears in clear view in the outdoor surveillance footage, as the man 
who appears to be KEYES exits it, moments before KEYES conducts his transaction at Home 
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Depot and then re-enters the truck afterwards. In this video surveillance, the truck clearly does 
not have any toolbox on its back. 

Seizure of Computers 

35. On March 13, 2012, pursuant to Alaska State Search Warrant Number 3 AN-12- 
00390SW, Anchorage Police Department officers seized from KEYES’ residence the Dell 
Tower Computer, S/N 5YRZYH1, APD Property and Evidence Tag Number HT2006128. This 
computer was located in the downstairs northwest bedroom of KEYES’ residence. Also, FBI 
seized a LENOVO B570 LAPTOP, BLACK IN COLOR Model #1068 S/N WB03686639. 
Search warrants to examine these computers were later sought and obtained; the pertinent results 
of those examinations are summarized below. 

Seizure of Dell Computer, Model E1405, S/N J1B8TC1 

36. On March 13, 2012, the Dell Computer, Model El405, S/N J1B8TC1 was seized 
from Keyes’ residence at 2456 Spurr Lane, Anchorage, Alaska, by the Anchorage Police 
Department pursuant to Alaska State Search Warrant #3AN-12-00390. 

Discovery OF KEYES’ Computer Use and Use of Yahoo Account 

37. KEYES' girlfriend, who also lives at his residence, was interviewed on 
approximately March 14, 2012. She indicated KEYES was out of Alaska, She also indicated 
that KEYES owned a laptop computer and that his computer was not in the residence. 

38. Alaska Airlines provided travel records for KEYES pursuant to a Federal Grand 
Jury Subpoena that was issued to them on March 14, 2012, In reviewing the returns for this 
subpoena, travel records were found showing KEYES and his young daughter traveled to 
Houston on February 2, 2012. KEYES was originally scheduled to return on February 14, 2012 
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but changed the ticket to return on February 17, 2012. The ticket was booked online October 1, 
2011 and an email confirmation was sent on the same date. The return ticket was changed to 
February 17, 2012 and an email confirmation was sent on 2/15/2012. The notes for this 
transaction indicate the email confirmation was sent to an email address believed to belong to 
A.K., KEYES’ mother. However, the tickets were booked using A.K.’s credit card. A.K.does 
not reside in the state of Alaska and it is likely she had to forward the email confirmation to 
KEYES so that he would know the dates/times of travel. 

39. In reviewing the returns for this subpoena, travel records were also found 
showing KEYES and his young daughter traveled to Las Vegas on March 6, 2012 via Alaska 
Airlines. This ticket was booked online and he provided an email address with the 
reservation. The notes section of the travel records indicated the email address provided was 
israelkeves@vahoo.com . The records also indicated an email confirmation was sent to 
israelkeves@yahoo.com on March 1, 2012. 

Execution of Search Warrant on Ford Focus 

40. On March 16, 2012, law enforcement agents in Beaumont, Texas obtained a 
search warrant, which authorized the search of the white Ford Focus driven by KEYES. 
Execution of that search warrant on March 17, 2012 revealed numerous items, including a 
cellular phone believed to belong to S.K. and a Lenovo B570 laptop, black in color. Model 
#1068, S/N WB03686639. 

Initial Interviews with Israel Keyes 

41. KEYES was transported to Anchorage, Alaska and arraigned on March 27, 2012 on 
one count of Access Device Fraud. He was provided defense counsel at government expense.

Subsequently, KEYES agreed through counsel to be interviewed by law enforcement. On March 
30, 2012, two interviews with KEYES took place. In the first interview, investigators presented 
KEYES with a selection of the evidence and investigative actions summarized above. KEYES 
then requested some time to speak alone with his attorney. Several hours later, KEYES agreed 
through counsel to be interviewed by law enforcement. In this second interview, KEYES stated 
that he had abducted S.K. on 2-1-12, and that she had been dead before he left for a vacation 
approximately ten hours after the abduction. KEYES indicated that S.K.’s body could be found 
in Matanuska Lake in Alaska, and identified the precise location at which he had dropped her 
remains through the ice. KEYES indicated that he had “lots more stories to tell,” and stated that 
his ex-girlfriend knew nothing of his criminal activities, as he was “two different people.” 

When asked how long he had been “two different people,” KEYES immediately and specifically 
responded, “fourteen years.” 

42. On April 1, 2012, KEYES agreed through counsel to a third interview with law 
enforcement. In this third interview, KEYES explicitly stated that he murdered S.K., and gave 
substantial details about the murder. He further explained how he posed S.K.’s body to appear 
alive in order to take the ransom photograph noted above, and gave details about the location 
and manner of his disposal of S.K.’s body. In numerous interviews thereafter, KEYES 
referenced on several occasions his frequent use of several computers, including a tower 
computer at his residence, a laptop computer found in his rental vehicle, and a laptop computer 
at his residence technically belonging to his girlfriend K.A. KEYES stated that he believed he 
had expressly used these computers on at least several occasions to commit the crimes 
referenced in this affidavit, though he was uncertain and unclear about precisely when he had 
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used which computer. Specifically, KEYES indicated that he believed he had used these 
computers to search for stores that sell Polaroid cameras and film, in order to obtain the 
necessary equipment to take the ransom photograph; to research lakes in Alaska in order to find 
a suitably remote and deep lake for the disposal of S.K.’s body; and to track the investigation of 
S.K.’s disappearance. More generally, KEYES indicated that he expected the government 
would find substantial evidence against him on these computers. 

Discovery of S.Kds Body 

43. On April 2, 2012, investigators discovered S.K.’s remains in Lake Matanuska, at 
the precise location identified by KEYES. 

Fourth interview with KEYES 

44. On April 6, 2012, KEYES agreed to a fourth interview, on the explicit terms that 
the S.K. case would not be discussed. KEYES indicated his willingness to share “other stories” 
with investigators. In this interview, KEYES implied that he had murdered many persons over 
the past fourteen years, in many different locations. KEYES stated that he had many “cards to 
play,” and didn’t want to give them all away at once. He was asked to give the identity and 
location of just one body. After thinking silently for about twenty seconds, KEYES stated, “I’ll 
give you two.” He then confessed to the kidnapping, carjacking and murder of B.C. and L.C. 
near Burlington, Vermont in June 2011. After working with an electronic map for 
approximately thirty minutes, KEYES located the abandoned house in which he believed he had 
disposed of their remains. A quick records check verified that, indeed, B.C. and L.C., ages 49 
and 55, had inexplicably gone missing on June 8, 2011. KEYES stated that he was in Vermont 
en route to a vacation in Maine, technically visiting family. He indicated, however, that prior to 
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leaving Alaska, he had planned to kill someone during the vacation, and had carefully scouted 
the area surrounding Burlington,Vermont to develop a plan for doing so. KEYES indicated that 
this scouting and planning had begun prior to his actual trip from Alaska to Vermont, and he 
indicated that he used computers to conduct these activities. KEYES indicated that his plan for 
this homicide included extensive travel, including an airline flight, car rental, and driving 
through several states. KEYES identified one hotel at which he stayed, and indicated that B.C. 
and L.C. had lived in a house several blocks from this hotel; KEYES indicated he had chosen 
the B.C. and L.C. randomly. Investigators contacted the hotel identified by KEYES and verified 
that he had indeed been a guest there during the relevant time period. 

45. In his statement, KEYES indicated that extensive travel was a crucial part of his 
scheme for successful committing this homicide; immediately following the murder of B.C. and 
L.C., he had left the geographic area, quickly placing hundreds of miles between himself and the 
scene of the crime. Investigators have obtained travel records from airlines, car rental 
companies, and Customs and Border Patrol that show KEYES travels extensively both within 
the United States and internationally. Specifically respecting KEYES’ journey to Vermont and 
the murder of the Curriers, investigators have discovered from analysis of such records that in 
June 2011, KEYES flew from Alaska to Chicago, where he rented a car and drove through 
numerous states before reaching Vermont. Financial records for purchases such as gas, toll 
roads, hotel and goods place him in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, New York, Maine and Vermont. 
Analysis of KEYES’ time in Texas in February and March of 2012 also demonstrates this 
pattern; records indicate that KEYES traveled hundreds of miles per day, quickly placing 
distance between himself and the communities in which he committed Access Device Fraud or 
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other criminal acts. Additionally, KEYES demonstrated active knowledge of the current state of 
the investigation into the disappearance of B.C. and L.C. He stated that they had not been found, 
and was able to name them immediately. 

46. In his statements, KEYES has repeatedly referred to his belief that a thorough 
analysis of his computers will lead to evidence connecting him to additional kidnapings and 
homicides. He has stated that law enforcement officers will inevitably discover certain things 
about “other stories” explicitly because his computers are being searched, and has indicated his 
willingness to eventually talk about “stories” that law enforcement officers will discover 
“anyway” because of his computer. KEYES has not been clear about which of his computers 
may contain the most significant information; at several points he has implied that he is unsure 
himself of which computer he used to access certain material. 

47. In his statements, and in later statements, KEYES admitted conducting numerous 
bank robberies and using the proceeds of such bank robberies to conduct his other criminal 
exploits. He admitted planning or conducting bank robberies in both Texas and New York, 
amongst other places. 

Initial Analysis of LENOVO B570 LAPTOP. BLACK IN COLOR Model #1068 
S/N WB03686639 and Dell Tower Computer. S/N SYRZYH1 

48. On March 22, 2012, FBI Agent Jolene Goeden obtained Search Warrant 3:12-mj- 
00I35-1-JDR, authorizing the electronic search of a LENOVO B570 LAPTOP, BLACK IN 
COLOR Model #1068 S/N WB03686639. That search warrant authorized the search of the 
laptop computer for “travel records, banking or other financial records, records indicating 
connection or interactions between KEYES and S.K. or surveillance of S.K, by KEYES, maps. 
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driving or other geographic directions, Internet browser history and cache, user profiles, email, 
email contacts, chat logs, instant messages, photographs, and correspondence.” The process of 
searching an electronic medium like the target device is complex and the files on the computer 
are voluminous, therefore the search for these items is ongoing; however, certain initial 
discoveries have been made. The initial stages of the search have revealed internet searches for 
geographic data and many downloaded maps yet to be analyzed; travel data and records related 
to the murder of S.K.; and internet browser history indicating that the computer’s user was 
closely following media coverage of the abduction of S.K. In searching the target device for 
these items, the initial search has also revealed the apparent existence of internet searches for 
geographic data and downloaded maps apparently unrelated to the disappearance of S..K, travel 
data and records apparently unrelated to S.K., photos of unknown persons, and a close following 
of non-Alaska media coverage of unknown events (unknown because investigators have not 
looked at the content of the coverage, but have rather only noted that the media websites visited 
are not related to stories about S.K. and are not focused on Alaska events.) 

The search of the Dell Tower Computer, S/N 5YRZYH1 revealed similar results, 
including a photograph of B.C. and L.C., other “missing person” posters and flyers, photos of 
numerous unknown individuals, numerous search engine searches of media reports throughout 
the United States related to missing persons, and numerous bank robbery photographs, including 
a photograph of KEYES in a bank robbery. 

Initial Analysis of Dell Computer, Model E1405, S/N J1B8TC1 

49, Over the course of several interviews, KEYES indicated that the Dell Model 1405 
computer, S/N J1B8TC1, belonged to his girlfriend K.A., but that he had access to it and 
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frequently used it. As noted above, KEYES indicated that he had frequently used computers at 
his residence in furtherance of his criminal activities, and stated that he had access to the target 
device and used it frequently, but was unable to specifically say which computers he used at 
which times. Pursuant to this information and the Alaska Search Warrant, Anchorage Police 
Department Cyber Crimes Unit processed the target device and searched it for information 
relating to S.K. APD did not search the target device for information relating to other crimes, as 
the Alaska Search Warrant did not authorize a search of such scope. 

50. On the basis of these facts and my training and experience, I submit that there is 
probable cause to believe that KEYES has committed multiple kidnapings, carjackings and 
homicides; that he incorporates travel into his homicides as an effective countermeasure to law 
enforcement detection; and that he subsequently follows media and missing person reports 
relating to his offenses. I base these conclusions on the above facts, including but not limited to 
evidence authoritatively tying KEYES to the kidnaping and murder of S.K.; KEYES’ confession 
to the kidnaping, carjacking and murder of B.C. and L.C.; KEYES’ description of the specific 
planning of both these crimes and his extensive and immediate travel thereafter; KEYES 
multiple specific references to “other stories”; KEYES specific statement that his ex-girlfriend 
knew nothing of his murders because he was “two people,” immediately followed by his 
statement that he had been “two people” for exactly “fourteen years”; KEYES’ statement that he 
would be willing to eventually tell the “stories” that law enforcement officers are likely to 
uncover by examining his computers; initial information obtained from one of his two 
computers; and records obtained indicating KEYES’ extensive travel through the United States 
and internationally. Based on ail the information above, I submit that there is probable cause to 
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believe that KEYES’ pattern, exemplified to varying extent by both the murder of S.K. and B.C. 
and L.C., is to travel to a location to commit a murder and - most especially - to then 
immediately place significant geographic distance between himself and the murder by traveling. 
KEYES appears to time his homicides to specifically coincide with his planned departure from a 
geographic area. KEYES indicated (and records confirm) that he left Vermont the day after B.C. 
and L.C. went missing, traveling to Maine; KEYES left Alaska only hours after completing the 
murder of S.K, This pattern is especially significant given the records currently in law 
enforcement possession indicating KEYES’ prolific record of travel. I further submit that given 
the above information, there is probable cause to believe that this pattern has been ongoing 
during the fourteen year period beginning in 1998 and continuing through 2012, and that 
evidence, fruits and instrumentalities of the above-referenced crimes committed pursuant to this 
pattern during that time period may be found on the Target Device. I further submit that because 
KEYES has admitted accessing the target device in the same manner as he did the LENOVO 
B570 LAPTOP, BLACK IN COLOR Model #1068 S/N WB03686639, a broad examination of 
the target device is likely to reveal probative material similar to the material discovered in the 
search of that computer. I therefore submit that the facts contained herein establish probable 
cause to search the Target Device for the items listed in Attachment B and summarized in 
paragraph 62 below. 

51. In my training and experience, I know that photos from digital cameras and 
cellular phones are frequently downloaded to computers and electronic tablets, and then printed 
or stored on media devices, I also know that cellular phones, computers, electronic tablets and 
similar devices are frequently used to arrange travel and hotel reservations, rent vehicles, and 
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conduct other personal business related to traveling. I also know that computers and cellular 
phones can be used to connect to the internet, which can be used to locate banks, geographical 
landmarks, ATM’s, hotels, maps, send email, draft documents, and communicate with others, 
and to research news coverage of previously committed crimes or collect information for the 
planning of new crimes. I also know that storage devices for electronic information, or “thumb” 
drives, are often used to store such information for later use by computers, cellular phones and 
other media devices. I know that electronic records of all such uses of computers and similar 
electronic devices are retained within those devices and may be retrieved by forensic 
technicians. 

52. The Device is currently in the lawful possession of the Anchorage Police 
Department. The Device came into the APD’s possession as outlined above. Although the FBI 
might already have the lawful authority to examine the Device, I seek this additional warrant out 
of an abundance of caution to be certain that an examination of the Device will comply with the 
Fourth Amendment and other applicable laws. 

53. The Device is currently in storage at the Anchorage Police Department Cyber 
Crimes Unit. In my training and experience, I know that the Device has been stored in a manner 
in which its contents are, to the extent material to this investigation, in substantially the same 
state as they were when the Device first came into the possession of APD and FBI. 
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TECHNICAL TERMS 


54. Based on my training, my experience, and information provided to me by other 
law enforcement personnel, I use the following technical terms to convey the following 
meanings: 


a. “Storage medium”: A storage medium is any physical object upon 
which computer data can be stored. Examples include a laptop 
computer’s internal hard disk drive. 

b. “Computer”: Pursuant to 18U.S.C. § 1030(e)(1), a computer is 
“an electronic, magnetic, optical, electrochemical, or other high 
speed data processing device performing logical or storage 
functions, and includes any data storage facility or 
communications facility directly related to or operating in 
conjunction with such device.” 

c. IP Address: An Internet Protocol address (or simply “IP Address”) 
is a unique numeric address used by computers on the Internet. 

An IP address is a series of four numbers, each in the range 0-255, 
separated by periods (e.g., 121.56.97.178). Every computer 
attached to the Internet must be assigned an IP address so that 
Internet traffic sent from and directed to that compuiter may be 
directed properly from its source to its destination. Most Internet 
service providers control a range of IP addresses. Some computers 
have static- that is, long-term - IP addresses, while other 
computers have dynamic - that is, frequently changed - IP 
addresses. 

d. Internet: The Internet is a global network of computers and other 
electronic devices that communicate with each other. Due to the 
structure of the internet, connections between devices on the 
internet often cross state and international borders, even when the 
devices communicating with each other are in the same state. 

COMPUTERS, ELECTRONIC STORAGE, AND FORENSIC ANALYSIS 
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55. The applied-for warrant would authorize the forensic imaging and examination of 
the Target Device for the purpose of identifying and seizing the electronically stored information 
particularly described in Attachment B in accordance with Federal Criminal Procedure Rule 
41(e)(2)(B) (“Warrant Seeking Electronically Stored Information”). 

56. Probable Cause : Based on my training, experience, and information related to me 
by agents and others involved in the forensic examination of computers, I submit there is 
probable cause to believe that information that was once stored on the Target Device may still be 
stored there, for at least the following reasons: 

a. Based on my knowledge, training, and experience, I know that 
computer files or remnants of such files can be recovered days, 
months or even years after they have been stored on a storage 
medium (e.g., laptop computer’s hard drive). Even when files 
have been deleted, they can be recovered using forensic tools. 

This is so because when a person “deletes” a file on a computer, 
the data contained in the file does not actually disappear; rather, 
that data remains on the storage medium until it is overwritten by 
new data. 

b. Therefore, deleted files, or remnants of deleted files, may reside in 
free space or slack space — that is, in space on the storage medium 
that is not currently being used by an active file — for long periods 
of time before they are overwritten. In addition, a computer's 
operating system may also keep a record of deleted data in a 
“swap” or “recovery” file, 

c. Wholly apart from user-generated files, computer storage media — 
in particular, a laptop computer’s internal hard drive — contain 
electronic evidence of how a computer has been used, what it has 
been used for, and who has used it. To give a few examples, this 
forensic evidence can take the form of operating system 
configurations, artifacts from operating system or application 
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operation, tile system data structures, and virtual memory “swap” 
or paging files. Computer users typically do not erase or delete 
this evidence, because special software is typically required for 
that task. However, it is technically possible to delete this 
information. 

d. Similarly, files that have been viewed via the Internet are 
sometimes automatically downloaded into a temporary Internet 
directory or “cache”. Things that have been viewed via the 
internet are typically stored for some period of time on the device. 
This information can sometimes be recovered with forensics tools. 

e. Based on my knowledge, training, and experience, I know that 
computer files or remnants of such files can be recovered months 
or even years after they have been downloaded onto a storage 
medium, deleted, or viewed via the Internet. Electronic files 
downloaded to a storage medium can be stored for years at little or 
no cost. Even when files have been deleted, they can be recovered 
months or years later using forensic tools. This is so because 
when a person “deletes” a file on a computer, the data contained in 
the file does not actually disappear; rather, that data remains on the 
storage medium until it is overwritten by new data. 

f. Therefore, deleted files, or remnants of deleted files, may reside in 
free space or slack space—that is, in space on the storage medium 
that is not currently being used by an active file—for long periods 
of time before they are overwritten. In addition, a computer’s 
operating system may also keep a record of deleted data in a 
“swap” or “recovery” file. 

g. Wholly apart from user-generated files, computer storage 
media—in particular, computers’ internal hard drives—contain 
electronic evidence of how a computer has been used, what it has 
been used for, and who has used it. To give a few examples, this 
forensic evidence can take the form of operating system 
configurations, artifacts from operating system or application 
operation, file system data structures, and virtual memory “swap” 
or paging files. Computer users typically do not erase or delete 
this evidence, because special software is typically required for 
that task. However, it is technically possible to delete this 
information. 
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57. Based on my training, experience, and research, I know that the Device has 
capabilities that allow it to serve as a portable media player, internet browser, and digital camera 
and photoshop, amongst other capabilities. 

58. Forensic evidence: As further described in Attachment B, this application seeks 
permission to locate not only electronically stored information that might serve as direct evidence 
of the crimes described on the warrant, but also forensic evidence that establishes how the Target 
Device was used, the purpose of its use, who used it, and when. There is probable cause to 
believe that this forensic electronic evidence more likely than not is stored in the Target Device 
because: 


a. Data on a storage medium can provide evidence of a file that was 
once on the storage medium but has since been deleted or edited, 
or of a deleted portion of a file (such as a paragraph that has been 
deleted from a word processing file). Virtual memory paging 
systems can leave traces of information on the storage medium that 
show what tasks and processes were recently active. Web browser, 
chat and email programs store configuration information on the 
storage medium that can reveal information such as online 
passwords and aliases. Operating systems can record additional 
information, such as the attachment of peripherals, the attachment 
of USB flash storage devices or other external storage media, and 
the times the computer was in use. Computer file systems can 
record information about the dates files were created and the 
sequence in which they were created. 

b. Forensic evidence stored within the Target Device can also indicate 
who has used or controlled the Target Device. This “user 
attribution” evidence is analogous to the search for “indicia of 
occupancy” while executing a search warrant at a residence. 

c. A person with appropriate familiarity with how the Target Device 
works may, after examining this forensic evidence in its proper 
context, be able to draw conclusions about how electronic devices 
were used, the purpose of their use, who used them, and when. 
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d. The process of identifying the exact electronically stored 
information on a storage medium that are necessary to draw an 
accurate conclusion is a dynamic process. Electronic evidence is 
not always data that can be merely reviewed by a review team and 
passed along to investigators. Whether data stored on a computer 
is evidence may depend on other information stored on the 
computer and the application of knowledge about how a computer 
behaves. Therefore, contextual information necessary to 
understand other evidence also falls within the scope of the 
warrant. 

e. Further, in finding evidence of how the Target Device was used, 
the purpose of its use, who used it, and when, sometimes it is 
necessary to establish that a particular thing is not present on a 
storage medium. 

59. Nature of examination : Based on the foregoing, and consistent with Rule 

41 (e)(2)(B), the warrant I am applying for would permit the examination of the Target Device 
consistent with the warrant. The examination may require authorities to employ techniques, 
including but not limited to computer-assisted scans of the Target Device’s entire storage 
medium, that might expose many parts of the device to human inspection in order to determine 
whether it is evidence described by the warrant. 


60. Manner of execution : Because this warrant seeks only permission to examine a 
computer already in law enforcement’s possession, the execution of this warrant does not involve 
the physical intrusion onto a premises. Consequently, I submit there is reasonable cause for the 
Court to authorize execution of the warrant at any time in the day or night. 


61. Forensic image retention : I hereby request judicial authorization to retain full 
image copies of seized storage media after the review is complete (to the extent that this warrant 
does not already authorize me to retain that storage media as seized forfeitable property) and until 
further order of the Court. That judicial authorization is justified in this case in part because: 
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a. Should the execution of the warrant uncover data that may later 
need to be introduced into evidence during a trial or other 
proceeding, the authenticity and the integrity of the evidence and 
the government's forensic methodology may be contested issues. 
Retaining copies of seized storage media can be required to prove 
these facts. 

b. Returning the original storage medium to its owner will not allow 
for the preservation of that evidence. Even routine use may forever 
change the data it contains, alter system access times, or eliminate 
data stored on it. 

c. Because the investigation is not yet complete, it is not possible to 
predict all possible defendants against whom evidence found on 
the storage medium might be used. That evidence might be used 
against persons who have no possessory interest in the storage 
media, or against persons yet unknown. Those defendants might 
be entitled to a copy of the complete storage media in discovery. 
Retention of a complete image assures that it will be available to 
all parties, including those known now and those later identified. 

d. The act of destroying or returning a storage medium could create 
an opportunity for a defendant to claim, falsely, that the destroyed 
or returned storage medium contained evidence favorable to him. 
Maintaining a copy of the storage medium would permit the 
government, through an additional warrant if necessary, to 
investigate such a claim. 

e. Similarly, should a defendant suggest an explanation for the 
presence of evidence on a storage medium, it may be necessary to 
investigate such an explanation by, among other things, 
re-examining the storage medium with that defense in mind. This 
may require an additional examination of the storage medium for 
evidence that is described in Attachment B but was not properly 
identified and segregated previously. 

CONCLUSION 


62. Based on my training and experience, and the facts as set forth in this affidavit, 
there is probable cause to believe that on the Dell Model 1405 computer, S/N J1B8TC1, there 
exists fruits, evidence, and instrumentalities of violations of Title 18, United States Code (USC), 
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Section 1029(a)(5) (Fraud and Related Activity in Connection with Access Devices )(FRACAD); 
Title 3 8, United States Code, Section 1201 (Kidnapping); Title 18, United States Code, Section 
1202(b) (Ransom Money); Title 18, United States Code, Section 2113 (Bank Robbery); and Title 
18 United States Code, Section 2119 (Carjacking). 

63. This Court has jurisdiction to issue the requested warrant because it is “a court of 
competent jurisdiction” as defined by 18 U.S.C. § 2711. 18 U.S.C. §§ 2703(a), (b)(1)(A) & 
(c)(1)(A). Specifically, the Court is “a district court of the United States . . . that - has 
jurisdiction over the offense being investigated.” 18 U.S.C. § 2711(3)(A)(I). 

REQUEST FOR SEALING 

64. The investigation of this case is ongoing and disclosure of the issuance of the 
search warrant could result in destruction of evidence and could also impact officer, witness and 
victim safety. Accordingly, pursuant to the case law outlined in the government’s motion to seal,

5. Evidence of counter-forensic programs (and associated data) that are designed to 
eliminate data from the Target Device .

7. Passwords, encryption keys, and other access devices that may be necessary to 
access the Target Device . 

8. Evidence indicating the use of photoshop software or similar photography 
computer programs.
